Daily autelligencer, 
Visit of the Canadian Deputation 
to Carrickfergus, 


(From the Belfast, News Letter, July 18th.) 


CamucKrencys, Monday,—The delogates, 
consisting of Br, Licuteaant-Colonel Macken- 
zie Bowell, M. P., Grand Master of the Orange 
Institution of British Aterica'; Br. William 
Johnson, Deputy Grand Treasurer of British 
America, and representative of the Supreme 
Grand Council ot the Orange Institution for 
the Provincial Grand Lodge of Quebec ; Br, 
W. J. Parkhill, Grand Master Ontario West ; 
Br. John White, M. P., Grand Master 0; 
tario Kast ; who came from British America 
to take part in the July Orange celebrations 
in this country and Orange Conference to be 
held in Derry, and parpose, before returning 
to Canada, to visit the various localities inti~ 
mately associated with the career of William 
thn ‘third, Prince of Orange, during hi me- 
morablo campaign in Treland, commenced their 
tour by visiting the town of Carrickfergus, 
the place where William firat landed in Lre- 
land. Accordingly, the gentlemen just men- 
tioned arrived in Carrickforgus at a few mi 
utés past ten this 'inorning, aid were receiv 
by Key. James Warwick, Carrickfergus ; 
Key. Gustavus Carson, Liverpool ; Rey, J. 
H. Bennett, Kilroot, and a number of the 
brethren of the district, ‘he Rev. Mr, War- 
wick took charge ‘of the party. Tho first 
place visited was the North Gate, the only 
perfect gute standingin connection with the 
walls othe town, This gate is similar in 
cunstruction to the gate inTemple Bar in 
Loudon, but of course not so large. The 
wails of the town, and the gates were erected 
in the time of Klizaboth. Krom the North 
Gate they were escorted round the AlSert 
Kod, through the Lish Gate, and along 
Governor's Walk, and passed Kasex Street, 
where the Karl of Kssex, when Elizabeth's 
favorite, had) his resideuce. Fiom this the 
yiew of the Castle is very commanding, and 
was much admired by ‘the visitors. They 
Were next taken to the quay, and showed the 
stone on which it is edid William first) placed 
bis foot on landing in Ireland. Kuch of 
the party descended to the stone, and several 
of them, inciuding Mra, Bowell, secured sou- 
venirs “of various kinds, which they pur 
a Pea 4s mementoos of their visit, 
Vn leaving this. interesting and fascinating 
spot they Were next escorted to the Quay 
Gate, where William the Third received an 
aildress of Welcome from the inhabitants of 
Carrickfergus before commencing his journey 
tothe Boyne. The next place of imteredt 
yisited was the castle, which was built in the 
commencement of the 12th century. The 
party was met at the gate by Master Gunner 
Gusseten, who showed tho visitors all the at- 
tractions of the old pile, ‘Lhe room where 
O'Hailoran, the insurgent, was contined was 
pointed out ; as also the one where Con, O' 
Neill Was coufined, and from which he escap- 
ed. Also King John’s room, ‘where he held 
his levee when he: visited Ireland. The tower 
of the castle was theu asvended, from which a 
miagnificant view of the surrounding country 
was had, The Windmill Hill was seen a short 
distance off, where the troops of William, 
under Schomberg, besieged the castle, and 
compelled the regiments which held the fort- 
ress for James to capitulate. Kilroot was 
also pointed out, where the French landed 
under Thnrot, and tooR the town in ‘1760 ; 
also, the place in Joymount, in the Scotch 
Quarter, where Edward Bruce, the last king 
of Ireland, was crowned, Many other places 
of interest in the neighborhood were also 
pointed out, and incidents connected there- 
with narrated by Mr. Warwick. Haying 
descended from the tower, the party were 
regaled by a glass of water, raised in a leather 
basket from the well of Batton Cap, the genus 
loci of the castle. Having visited the armory 
room, the magazine, and all the places of in- 
terest in the castle, the party were escorted 
to the old church of St, Nicholas, which is 
even a more ancient building than the castle. 
‘The window situated in the west aisle, having 
forits object John the Baptist baptising

Tho Grand Junction Railway- 


The annual gonoral meeting of tho atock- 
holdors of tho Grand Junction Railway 
Company was hold in the Company's office 
on the afternoon of tho Ist of August. : 

The attendance was small, comprising 
Mr, Thomas Kelso, President, Hon. Robt. 
Read, A. Suthorland, A, Robertson, J. 8S. 
Fowlds, Jas. Brown, M. P., A. Diamond, 
Alex. Brown, A. Brooks, E. Harrison and 
D. B. Robertson, Secretary. 

Tho President, by request of the mect- 
ing, took the chair and called the meeting 
to order, requesting Mr, D. B. Robertson 


to aot as Secretary. ‘ 
Tho following report of the Directors was 


presented, and read by the Secretary 
Pellovillo, Ist August, 1876. 
To the Stockholders of the Grand Jimetion 


Railway Company > 

In making out this their annual Report, 
your Directors bogleave to say, that whilo they 
regrot to state that the road has mado no ma- 
torial progress singe the Iast annual meeting. 
in cobsoquence of the failure of the original 
contractor, and because no now contractor of 
capital and experience has come to the resevto. 
Your Directors have mado overy. exertion, both 
by correspondence and otherwise, to secure & 
responsible person to take up the forfoited 
contract with all expedition, and sy the 
road, but all these exertions so far have un- 
fortunately beon without practical results, 

It is well known that withont money and 
capital, more than the Company now possess, 
it will be impossible to go on with the under- 
taking, although since the price of iron has 
groatly fallen, and it might naturally be sup- 
xd that, contractors would look upon the 
late contract with Mr. Brooks ina more fa- 
vorable light than when it was first entered 
into ; yet in consequence of thé money mar- 
kot having been so long depressed, and the 
Joss of confidence felt in the English money 
markets in Railway securities, on this side of 
the Atlantic it is more difficult now than it 
was a fow years ago to prosecute an en- 
terpriso of this kind with limited capital, 
On this account chiefly, iffnot solely, your Di- 
rectors, although using their best oxertions, 
have not been able to make their negotiations 
a success with other responsible contractors, 
Among those approached and with whom 
your Board has liad correspondence, was Walter 
Shanly, Esq., an Engineer who for high 
abilities, honesty and enterprise is. second to

In writing 
on our erop reports of the the fourth ulti- 
un we noticed the fact that a good deal of 
fall wheat had been winter-killed, while 
here and there the midgehad put in an un- 
welcome apperance. But up to that date 
there was nothing to justify any graye ap- 
prehensions of the crop falling far below 
the yield of ordinary years. ‘The intenso 
Neat of the weather, accompanied by rains, 
and, when rain did not fall, by a close 
humid atmosphero, have during the past 
month, howeyer, done immense damage to 
the wheat crop. The offects of the oyil 
have been of conrse mitigated or intensi- 
fied by local circumstances, and certain 
yarieties of wheat haye suffered more than 
_ others, but we fear that that the fall wheat 
crop must be regarded as being, over a 
large section of country, little better than a 
failure, the probable yield hardly repay- 
ing in many cases the labor of harvesting. 
‘The central Ontario’counties will,wo think, 
on a careful examination of the returns be 
found in this respect to be the greatest suf- 
fers, and in those the acreago planted with 
fall wheat is vory large. In other parts of 
the country where fall wheat is grown it 
has frequently although not universally es- 
caped rust. 

Spring wheat, although not quite free, 
is in far better condition, and in some parts 
fine crop ix reported ; but both spring 
and fall wheat have this year to contend 
with the midge and woovil as woll as with 
rust. It is quite possible that, should the 
weather for the harvest continue so favor- 
able as it isat present, the final returns 
of the wheat crop as. wholo may bo bet- 
tor than many now venture to. caleuk 
upon, ‘There is always a natural tendency 
rather to over-estimate the oxtent of such 
misfortunes, but it cantiot, after a careful 
perusal of the reports, bo doubted that the 
total yield of wheat will this your bo very 
far below the average, It is satisfactory, 
under these circurnstances,to recollect that, 
however mortifying it may be to the agri- 
culturalist to seo his prospects in rogard to 
this important ntaplo blighted, the dopend- 
onse of the farmérson their whoat crops

Mr. Brown said for his part he was will- 
ing to give up his place on the Board to 
any one who undertook to build the road, 
and willing to du all in his power to assist 
them in obtaining bonuses from the Town 
and County. 

The resolution was thon put and carried. 

The President said upwards of $100,000 
stock had been subscribed, bat all efforts 
short of legal process, had failed to socure 
the paymont of the amounts duo.

To such application and petition said Town 
Council haye refused to listen or to take any 
action thereon, although frequently solicited 
to do so, and said Council have refused to 
submit a By-law for that purpose to the rate- 
payers of the Town of Belleville for somo 
cause they do not deign to explain. 

Your Directors, after failing in this matter, 
had offers on similar terms to build the road 
from certain leading men of means of this 
Town, if they could procure such additional 
aid from Belleville, and, although the Town 
Council have not yet conceded to sucha re- 
quest—some of such gentlemen do not yetcon- 
sider the case as hopeless—and ask a short 
time for further negotiations, to see if said 
Council cannot be induced to submit such a 
By-law to the people of this town, for tlfeir 
ratification or rejection. Onthis account and, 
in order to try every means in their power, 
your Directors beg to recommend that the 
election of Directors be postponed a short 
time longer, to see the result of such negotia- 
tions, Other municipalities to the west of us 
have met your Board in a liberal spirit, and 
our only obstacle to the vigorous prosecution 
of the work at once, is the position taken by 
the Council of the Town of Belleville. F 

The suit between the Company and the 
County Council of the County of Hasting,has 
been heard, and stands for final judgment.

Hon. Mr. Read said one chief difficulty 
in connection withthe mattor wasthe state- 
ments of members of the Corporation that 
noinformation had been furnished them asto 
what had becn done with the Town's bonus 
of $100,000. All information had been 
given, that it was possible to give, bat it 
was not possible té force people to under- 
stand that which they did not wish to un- 
don d. 

Some convorsation took place between 
the President, Mr, Road and Mr. Brooks, 
m which Mr, Brooks said he had received 
$66,000 of the Town's bonus, and had given 
orders for $20,900 on the certificate of the 
The President and Mr. Read 
stated that the balanceof the bonus monoy 
had been paidto Bickford for iron,as shown 
by she report of the Trusteos, 

Mr, Brown held that thore was no hope 
of the road being proceeded with at pre- 
sont, though it would bo built at some fu- 
ture time, no doubt. The great blow which 
had been aimed at tho road, was tho sale 
of the County stock. Ho considered that 
it would bo as well to adjourn until the 1st 
of April next.

Prof. Bell said Miss Lizzio Browaleo had 
never taught, and had failed in an attempt to 
pass the High School intermediate examina- 
tion, but got a third class certificate as 
teacher. Miss Potter had taught for upwards 
of a yoar in the school and had given every 
satisfaction. She had left to attend the N or- 
mal School, to enable hor totakea higher stand 
ing in her profession, but found that sho did 
not progress as dosired. With all the others, 
except one in thecounty, she had failed to 
get a second clasy certificate, owing to tho 
ridiculous arithmetical paper, on which 27 
candidates had failed in Brampton and 20 ir 
Hamilton, but her examination papers were 
highly creditable, We pay large sums for 
salarios, but he did not believe in that choese 
paring economy which would save $50 by ap- 
pointing inexperienced teachers where experi- 
enced teachers could be secured for the small 
additional outlay of $50. 

Mr, Glass though Miss Potter the best 
teacher for the position, In his opinion, they 
were paying their teachers too much, as in 
Toronto he saw they paid $225 for third class 
female teachers. 

Mr, Wiuls considered Miss Potter and Miss 
Dayis the best teachers they ever had for the 
sunior divisions, Miss Brownlee might turn 
out well or not, At all events ho was op- 
posed to the employment of inexperienced 
teachers. 

Mr, Wensley said when Miss Potter re- 
signed the Board regretted it very much, as 
she had been so successful. She was liked 
very much by the people ot the Ward, and 
his own children had done better with her 
than they had done since. No other teachers 
except Miss Davis and Miss Kankin, had had 
such success as Miss Potter. Should they 
lose Mis Potter's services for the sake of $50 
and appoint an inexperienced teacher, whom 
it would take three months to learn how to 
teach? No one would employ an inexperi- 
enced mechanic when a competent hand could 
be secured at a moderate advance. 

Mr. Diamond argued that Miss Brownleo 
might turn out to be a better teacher than 
Miss Potter. ‘Teachers must make a be- 
ginning, otherwise they would have no 
teachers. He knew nothing of the parties, 
and would have to yote blindly unless in- 
structed on the point. 

Mr, Macoun fayored the appointment of 
Miss Brownlee. ‘Their teachers who had 
begun with them had all done well, __ 

Mr. Wills said they knéw by experience 
that Miss Potter is a first-class teacher, where- 
as they knew nothing of Miss Brownlee's 
abilities. Moreover, when Miss Potter re- 
signed, they had passed a resolution highly 
complimentary to her, considering her one of 
‘their very best teachers. Why should they 
take the risk of appointing an inexperienced 
teacher, when it only involved a matter of 
$50? 

Mr. Docter suggested the appointment of 
Miss Potter to No. 2 school. 

Prof. Bell said this could not be done, as 
they had conditionally appointed another per- 
son to the position vacant in that school. 

On motion of Mr, Wills, the Inspector was 
heardin relation to tle qualification of the 
candidates. 

The Inspector said he would haye. prefer- 
red to say nothing on the matter. He knew 
nothing of Miss Brownlee asa teacher, but 
Miss Potter had been very successful jn the 
country, and in town she had been one of our 
best teachers, He said, further, in answer to 
Mr, Wills, that it was very important to 
have good teachers in the junior divisions, 
and much of his time was taken up in assist- 
ing young teachers.

The Cholera at Home. 


AWFUL DEVASTATION OF A VILLAGE POPULA- 
TION IN INDIA. 


The Bombay Gazette describes as follows 
a calamity which has fallen on a village in 
India through the ravages of cholera ;— 
‘One of the dark spots in Indian village 
life is the periodical visitation of some 
epidemic which enters almost every hovel 
and carries off one or more of the occu- 
pants. The villagers may have been liv- 
ing happily together, their minds perplexed 
about nothing more serious than the state 
of their crops, their cattle, or the ordinary 
gossip of their little community, wheu sud- 
denly the destroyer appears, and the scene 
is instantaneously changed from peaceful- 
ness into terror and confusion. A sad in- 
stanco of this fact has occurred in this pre- 
sidency within the last few days. Where 
there was once a thriving pleasant village 
situated on the sea shore, there is now a 
deserted collection of huts. Not a human 
sound is to be heard in the place from morn 
till night. Most of the mbhabitants are 
dead, the victims of a sudden invasion of 
cholera, and the survivors have left every- 
thing in their huts and fled to the adjoin- 
ing mountains. It is one of the most 
alarming and we might almost says awful 
visitations which we know of in the his- 
toryfof any village in this presidency. 
Golwood, the place we are referring to, 
is midway between Bombay and Surat, 
and on the Bombay, Baroda an Centrrl 
India Railway. Being close to the sea,the 
ofticers of the company have hitherto look- 
ed upon it asa kind of sanatorium, as it 

sessed many of the advantages enjoyed 

y Theethful and Bulsar, the recognized 
sanatoria of Guzerat. Here the guards of 
the yood trains used to change, and many 
of them had their residences near the sta- 
tion. Altogether the population of Golwood 
could not be more than 200. Last week 
cholera, which is now preying around 
Ahmededabad, suddenly entered the vill- 
age, and slew victims mght and left. On 
the 4th inst. ,the first day of its appearance 
no fewer than fifty-seven people out of the 
small population died ; on the next day 
twenty three died ; twenty more died on 
the 6th ; and when we had our last ad- 
vice from Golwood, there were eighteen 
new cases,of which three-fourths were hope- 
less. The few survivors and every poor 
wretch who could move have fled to the ad- 
jacent room where they are now huddled 
together, and struggling to exist on such 
food as they can find in that barren locality 
Such was the terror and helplessness of the 
people when the outbreak occurred, that 
they did not bury their dead, and bodies 
lay rotting in the stroet for two whole days 
during which the stench was abominable. 
No reason for the out break has been as- 
signed, and the fate of Golwood furnishes 
one more instance of the mysterious move- 
ments of cholera. The misery of the 
people was aggravated by the fact that 
there was no doctor at hand. A 
Mr. H. B. Wharton, permanent way 
inspector on the B. B. and ©. LI. line, 
has a house close to the village, and when 
the epidemic appeared the people ran to him 
for help. He was the only European in 
the station, and they naturally thought 
the sahib might be able to help them. He 
happened to have a small supply of cholera 
mixture and chlorodyne, but it was soon 
exhausted among so many applicants, and 
Mr, Wharton could do nothing but listen 
helplessly while tales of death were being 
told him on every side by panic stricken 
people. Mr, Wharton says that the chol- 


| era was the most virulent he had ever seen 


in the course of a long experience. He 
saw poople die within thirty minutes from 
tho moment of attack. ‘The village was 
filled with lamentations, aud natives rush- 
ed widely hither and thither. Many  peo- 
ple died in the streets ; while ranning 
away there were seized with the pangs of 
tho disease and dropped on the spot and 
soon expired. 


American and English Yachts.y 


Rev. Geo. Hepworth published a book 


|“ Starboard and Port,” which appoared 


simultaneously with the occurrence of the 


| Mohawk disaster, and in some of its utter- 


ances seems almost prophetic. The author 
says :—“Wo Americans play on the water 
while the English live on it. It is with us 
the sport of the afternoon, and consists, in 
its most extended expression, of a trip along 
the shore of Long Island. Our craft aol- 
dom ventures on long voyages, and would 
do themselves little credit in a north-onat 
gale. They have generally vory gracoful 
lines, great breadth of beain, which makes 


dim 


them roomy and comfortable undor dock, 


but are often so overlondod with spars land 
canvas that they aro unfit for rough outside 
work. In our whole fleet there are hard- 
ly a half a dozen boats which an old sailor 
| would pronounce snugly trimmed, . The 
main boom runs out-board as though the 
mast had fallen over the stern, and 
on the yacht is flying before a ten-knot 
breeze the foot of the mainsails slaps the 
wator and makes such a swash ‘that all. the 
comfort of sailing is changed into anxiety 
for the rigging. Our topmasts, too, run up 
| to such an incredible height that when the 
boat begins to roll ina seaway it scoms as 
though she would never stop until she had 
jerked out her spars.” Tho author is fully 
alive to the gracefulness of American yachts 
lines and their beauty in a race, but he 
thinks it an infinite pity that they must 
nestle under the lee of some protectin: 
island or capé the moment the win 
rises toa breeze which the fisherman in 
his less comely craft welcomes. He thinks 
itasad pity, too, that the yachts. are so 
badly ventilated and so seldom salted 
that they rot into utter unsoundness in 
a very few years. These evils, ho says, 
arise from the fact that American yachts- 
men are consumed by a madness for apeed, 
and that they sacrilice everything elso in 
their eagerness to secure this one quality 
‘To make the best time is all we care for. 
We can run all around an English yacht in 
fair weather and smooth water, but when 
we are caught ina gale and have to lie to 
for a couple of days, the Englishman eats 
his meals in serenity, assured that his boat 
will ride it out, wnile we chew the cud of 
discontent and look wistfully toward home. 
It has made me groan - sometimes to see a 
fleet outside of the Hook taking in its kites 
or rufling up to reef in nothing more than 
an honest wholesale breeze, while an out- 
ward bound pilot-boat, carrying all its can- 
vas, bowled along as though it were only 
playing with the wind.” The specitications 
with which he reinforces his general chargo 
are very distinctly set forth, and we copy 
some of the more important ones; ‘ The 
crowning defect, and one which we are be- 
gimiing to acknowledge, is the shape 
of the bows. They are so sharp that 
they not only cut through the water 
when it is smooth, but they also 
cut into it and under it when there is any 
seaway on. The only thing that holds the 
head of a yacht up in rough weather is its 
preposterous bowsprit id jibboom. The 
fisherman is so fashioned above the water 
line forward that when she dives into the 
sea she has wood enough to keep her on top

| The Dunkin Bill in Prince Hdward. 


To the Bititor of the Intelligencer,

“Jemon” wore in the greatest possible domand, 
Indeed in these latter places, the more hilari- 
ous bacchanahans were indulging in a sort of 
nectar they termed ‘‘Blakely’s Liniment”—a 
name probably sarcastically given in honor of 
the County License Inspector. In short, I 
considered that equally as much liquor was 
drank that day as I had ever seen drunken in 


that red to suit the purposes of the 
inne who haye belied their every 
profession since the success of their plot- 
ting and artificos.

Thunderstorms in South Africa. 


Ina recent now 
Barker gives the following aketch of the de- 
lights of living in Natal ;— 

I don't think I like a climate that pro- 
duces a thunderstorm every afternoon. One 
disadvantage of this olecrtio excitement is 
that I hardly over get out for awalk or 
drive. All day it is burning hot : if there 
is a breath of air, it is sultry, and adds to

‘That is always my 
nervous moment. Horses and cows, birds 
and beasts know what that rapidly-darken- 
ing shadow means, and what sudden death 
lurks within those patches of inky clouds, 
from which a deep end rolling murmur 
comes from time to time. Iain uneasy if 
the children have not returned, for tho 
little river, the noisy Umsindusi, thinks 
nothing of suddenly spreading itself far 
and wide, over its banks, turning the low- 
lying grounds into a lake for miles, 


It is true that this may only last for a 
few hours, or even moments, but five 
minutes is quite enough to do a great deal 
of mischief when a river is rising at the 
rte of two foot a minute—mischief not 
only to human beings, but to bridges,roads 
and drains, as well as plantations and 
fields, Yet that tropical downpour, where 
the clouds let loose the imprisoned mois- 
ture suddenly in solid sheets of water in- 
stead of by the more slow and civilized 
method of drops, is’a relief to my mind, 
for there are worse possibilities than a wet 
jacket behind those lurid, low-hanging 
vapors, There are hailstorms, like one 
yesterday morning, which rattled on the 
red tile roof like a discharge of musketry, 
and with nearly as damaging an effect, for 
several tiles weré broken and tumbled 
down, leaving melancholy gaps, like mis- 
sing teeth, in the eaves.

young men were playing a game of billards 
quietly enough : one was leaning forawrd 
to makea stroke when there came a crash 
and a crackle, and he dropped dead with 
his cuein his hand. The local papers are 
full every day of a long list of casualties, but 
it isnot from these sources I have drawn 
the preceding examples ; I only chanced 
to hear them yesterday, aud they a!l hap- 
pened quite close by. 

As for cattle or trees being hilled,that is 
an every-day occuirence in summer, and 
even a hailstorm, so long as it does not 
utterly bombard the town and leave the 
houses roofless and open to wind and 
weather, is not thought anything of. The 
hail-shower of yesterday,though, bombard- 
ed my creepers and reduced them to a 
pitiful state in five minutes. So soon as it 
was possible to venture outside the house, F 
——called me to see the ruin of leaf and 
bud which strewed the cemented floor of 
the verandah. It is difficult to describe 
and still more di‘icult to believe, the state 
to which the foliage had been reduced. On 
the weather side of the house every leaf was 
torn off, and not only torn off, but riddled 
through and through as thoughby a charge 
of swan shot. All my young rose-shoots, 
climbing 8o swiftly up the roof of the yer- 
andah, were snapped off and stripped of 
their tender leaves and pretty buds. The 
honeysuckles’ luxuriant foliage was all gone 
lying in a wet,forlorn mass ofbeaten green 
leaves around each pillar, and there was 
not a leaf on the vines. But a much more 
serious trouble came out of that storm. 
Though it has passed with the passing fury 
of wind and rain, still 1t will shire 6 leave 
a feeling of insecurity in my mind during 
similar outbursts. The great hai!stones 
were forced by the driving wind in im- 
mense quantities beneath the tiles, and de- 
posited on the rude planking which, paint- 
ed white, forms the ceiling, This planking 
has the boards wide apart, so it is not 
difficult to see that so soon as the warmth 
of the house melted the hailstones—that is 
in five minutes—the water trickled down 
as through a sieve. 1t was not to be dealt 
with like an ordinary leak it was here, 
there and everywhere, on sofas and chairs, 
beds and writing tables ; and the moment 
the sun shone out, bright and hot as ever 
the contents of the house had to be turned 
out of doors to dry. Drying meant, how- 
ever, warping of writing tables, and in fact 
of all woodwork, and fading of chintzes,be- 
neath the broiling glare of a midday sun.

«« Just as anticipated, the gentlemen com: 


posing the Central Committee have had their 
eyes opened, when too late to do much in 


repairing the wrong they have inflicted. 
Learning the result of the late examination 
for second class certiticates, hearing the mur- 
mura andcomplaints of disappointed teachers, 
and the pretty general and severe strictures: 
of the press upon the injury done to the can- 
didates and to the cause of education as well, 
the heads of the Department wisely step in 
with the hope to mitigate the evil as far as 
they can. circular has been addressed by 
the Deputy Minister of Education to some _ of 
the Inspectors, we presume to all, anor 
them that the Minister of Education has left 
the matter of second-class cert! tes to some 
extent in the discretion of the Board of Ex- 
aminers. These additional discretionary 
owers, had they been granted to thodifferent 
Boards ‘of Examiners in time,might haye done 
agood deal towards rectifying the mistake 
and in doing justice to tho candidates for 
second class certificates, The note is brief but 
it congains all that would haye been neces 
sary, had it been in the hands of the exam- 
inera on the morning of the 10th July,the day 
on which the candidates commenced their 
hard work, but we fearit cannot effect much 
good at this late hour.

The Art of Swimming, 


Now that the bathing season is upon_ us 
again there is reported the usual number 
of cases of accidental drowning, Scarcely 
a day transpires without several such cases 
at the fashionablo watering-places on this 
coast, whilst in the columns of our con- 
temporaries, both here and in Britain, there 
frequently appear harrowing accounts of 
bathing disasters which might possibly 

haye been avoided. In a recent number of 
the Edinburgh Scotsman seven cases wero 
reported as happening within a short dis- 
tance of each other ; and only three days 
later another list’ of nine appered in the 
columns of the same journal. Ifsuch be 
the proportion of cases of drowning in 
Scotland, it is fair to assume that theaver- 
age will be greater in other countries 
where the population is larger, and where 
there aro equal facilities for bathing. In 
view of such a melancholy sacrifice of life, 
the question is very pertinent whether the 
majority of these cases need occur at all,or 
whether some means could not be devised 
to lessen the number and the danger. In 
the majority of instances it is safe to affirm 
that the accidents arise from an inabilty to 
swim. Itis seldom that a case is recorded 
of a good swimmer being drowned. ‘There 
are, doubtless, accidents which cannot be 
foreseen on water, as on land, and in pre- 
sence of which all the skill of the most ex- 
pert swimmer will be insufficient to ward off 
a fatal issue. But such instances are rare 
as compared with the number of those 
where boys and young men are carried be- 
yond their depth, and where they sink 
through sheer inability to keep their heads 
above water, or to struggle against the 
stream until assistance can be rendered. 
It might be too much to say that no person 
should venture into the water in any ex- 
sed place whocannot swim; but it is 
eyond all question that where the art of 
swimming is understood and practiced 
there is a much greater pparae ores 
Ona hot day it is a perfect luxury to bathe 
in the sea ; all the sweeter by a conscious 
power of immunity from danger. The 
conclusion from ‘this is that swimming 
should be taught as a physical or scientific 
art. Many parents prohibit their children 
from bathing because of the danger attend- 
ant upon it. It would be far more sen- 
sible to adopt means for teaching them 
to swim, and for thus arming them with a 
self protecting power. To keep boys from 
the water is difticult, if not impossible ; nor 
is it desirable to doso. <A good bathe ie

In London the experi- 
ment has been made. “The oxamplois 


being followed in Glasgow, and yery many 
other places propose the adoption of the 
same plan ; and thus ina short time ample 
provision may be made for teaching an art 
which will at once conducg to health and 
recreation. . With more ability in swim 
ming there will be fewer accidents in bath- 
ing, and a better state of public health.—

“Big Push’s" Attack on the Bench. | 


(From “Current Events i August numbercaf 
the Canudian Monthly, J 


The coarse and angry attiek made upou Mr, 
Wilson, the other day by the Globe, 
may serve to open even party Ge) to the true 
character of the man who will control the 
authority.” One might almost 
think, alter reading this outrageous onslaught, 
that Dr. Kenealy had abandoned the Leylish- 
man aud taken’ refage inthe Globe. ‘That, 
however, woukt Le doing an injustice to the 
momber for Stoke, He has been guilty of ap- 
plying mo violent language to the Lord Chief 
Ju ud to Lord Coleridge ; and he might 
t that Mr. Justis Wilson's *Bfflence was 
so rank" —but that ia a favourite phrase with 
the Glole, as M. Cauchon may pommel To- 
member, But it is not likely that, even in 
his wildest moments, Kenealy would rave in 


| this fashion —The Bench has descended low 
| indeed when a Iudge of the Queen's Bench 


condescends to take up the idiotic howl, and 
niyala the dirge of the most blatant pot-house 
politician.” Such, however, is the Innguage 
which the Gfobe thinks it consistent with self- 
respect and a due regard to the dignity of the 
Bench, to apply to Mr. Justice Wilson. 


Itraay bo remarked en pastant that these 
frantic ebullitions of rage on the part of the 
Globe are always associated with some mishap 
tothe position, prospects, or popular credit 
of Mr. Brown. In 1858, tho two-days’ Pro- 
miocr was chagrined to find that, by taking 
advantage of a statutory “provision, his suc- 
cessore had managed to remain in the House, 
while ho was put to the expense and hazard 
of an election. Tho ‘double shuffle,” as it 
was called, came before two Courts—Mr, 
(now Justice) Wilson being one of the coun- 
sel for Mr, Brown's party. Both Courts de- 
cided for the defendants ; indeed, they could 
not do otherwise, Tho Globe, however, had 
ideas of the adminstration of justice peculiar 
ly its own, and forthwith launched a scathing 
thunderbolt at the entire Common Law 
Bench, Tt Was not, to be sure,so coarse in its 
ribaldry as on the present occasion ; at any 
rate, in the end ‘ nobody  scemed to: bo any 
the worse,’ In 1875,Mr, Mills threatened to 
disturb the repose of Mr, Brown and tho 
Second Chamber by his Senate Bill. Now 
this was annoying, and it brought the vials of 
wrath upon the head of the offending legisIa- 
tor. When everything elsc in the way of re- 
proach failed, Mr. Mills was charged with the 
odious crime of having been a schoolmaster. 
And now, in 1876, because Mr. Justice Wil- 
son chose to characterize fittingly the ** big 
push” letter, ho is visited by the Globe with 
an assault more brutal, we believe, than has 
ever appeared in any paper published in the 
British Empire. 

Let us examine the facts, beginning, for 
convenience sakey-withthe letter itself. It 
may be well to premise thav the document 
was attached as an exhibié to an affidavit of 
Mr, Wilkinson, in whith he swore that he 
was “creditably ried and did verily be- 
lieve that he (Mr, Simpson) did, in fact, re- 
céive the same, and that he replied, or caused 
a reply to be written, thereto.” The Globe 
attempts to throw discredit upon the de- 
fendant’s aflidayit by makingj much ado over 
the words we have italicigad, Thia is exceed- 
ingly disingenuous ; for ne knows better 
than our contemporary that they are in- 
varably employed when speaking of mat- 
ters not within the range of personal knowl. 
edg. We shall not republish the celebrated 
letter, because it may be presumed that every 
reader has seen it more than once, The fund 
to which Mr. Simpson was urged to subscribe 
was not the ‘general election fund,” because 
that had been expended “in piding the out- 
counties and helping our-city candi ta It 
was a. special fund for use in Toronto on the 
polling days, #oas “to work up against the 
enormous sums the Government cardidates 
have in their hands,” Could such a disposi- 
tion of money) be for legitimate expenses t 
How could’any such expenses be incurred so 
late as the polling days?

An American Speech-Maker. 


At the dinner given by the Lord Mayor of 
London, July 19, to the Archbishops and Bis- 
hops of England, Mr. Edward’ Pierrepont, in 
reply to the toast, ‘The Health of the Amer- 
ican Minister,” said he had only been a fort- 
night in this country, but he had even thus 
early found that he was called upon to speak 
much more frequdntly here than he was in 
Washington or New York. The reason might 
be the same as that given by a stuttering fel- 
low-countrymen of his, who replied to the re- 
mark, Why Bill, you stammered 
deal more in New York than yo 
more,” by the observation, 
guess i's a larger place. Laughter.) He sup- 
poser iterators: that*Heshadlisd taiscoek 
moré often in London than in New York be- 
cause it was a larger place. He noticed also 
that in this country they had an awkward 
knack of putting into the newspapers one’s 
after-dinner speeches, and it make him shud- 
der to think what men must fec! at having to 
read at the breakfast table next morning the 
Blorigns inconsistencies in which they had in- 
dulged on the previous evening. (Laughter, ) 
He had been told that the influence of the 
cable telegraph and the service ofswift steam- 
ers across the Atlantic was producing a great 
effect on the manners, habits and opinions of 
America, and in many other ways ; but he 
had changed his mind, and he thought that 
that intercourse was having a much greater 
effect in England than in Ai.crica, He 
might allude to the weather or to the state 
of. trade ; but he would content himself in 
proving his assertion by stating that had it 
not been for the influence of America upon 
England they would never have heard that 
evening the splendid, noble, and broad speech 
of his Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
{Cheers and Laughter,] Lord Shelborne had 
eloquently spoken of the ,happy influence 
which the union of Church and Bete had had 
upon this country, and of this he personally 
would be better able to judge when he had 
lived lonyer here. 
where the Church was divorced from the 
State, but not so the influence of religion. 
[Hear, hear.] He had been asked that even- 
ing whether he thought England had resched 
the culmination of her power. He would re- 
ply that he believed the future of England 
would depend, as her past glories and success- 
es had depended, upon the extent to which it 
looked for it guidance and its aid to a higher 
power than the mere world afforded. If the 
Prelates,the Bishops, and the people of this 
country kept up the same religious sentiments 
as thoy had done in the past, then England 
had not reached the culmination of her pow- 
ers ; and that England did so, retain those 
sentiments in her deepest heart might, he 
thought, be proved by the still recent specta- 
cle ae great, rich, proud, and, ay, arrogant 
nation bowed down even to the dust, calling 
upon the Almighty's power to raise, as if from 
tho dead, her beloved Prince. So long as Eng- 
land retained those feelings, and trust, and 
faith, she would go on in her prosperity, but 
when she should deseend to ca'! evil good and 
good evil, and cease to worship God, then she 
would have reached the culmination of her 
power, and sink from her old glory and her 
ancient renown. (Cheers.)

can the press be justly made the subject of 
censure under such circumstances? Dr,

The Price of Food in Old Times. 


Amid the never ending comments on 
the high price of provisions it is difficult for 
us to realize the fact that atime existed in 
Britain's history when wheat, as food for 
one hundred fora whole day, was worth on- 
lyashilling, and the average price of a 
sheep four-pence, In thereign of Henry 1. 
the price of wine was raised to’ sixpence a 
quart for red and eightponce for white, in 
order that the seller might be able to live 
by it. When wheat was at sixpence a quar- 
ter, the farthing loaf was to be equal in 
weight to twenty-four ounces if made of the 
whole grain and to sixteon ounces if consist- 
ing solely of wheat. “And when wheat was 
one shilling and sixpence per quarter, as it 
sometimes was, the farthing white loaf was 
to weigh sixty-four ounces, and the whole 
grain pinety-six. Think of purchasing « 
six-pound loaf of good wheaton bread for a 
farthing! In the nineteenth yoar of the 
roign of Edward I. the price of provisions 
in the city of London was fixed by the Com- 
mon Council at a tariff by which two pullets 
were sold for three half-pence, a partridgo 
or two woodcocks for the same, while a fat 
lamb was to be sixpencefrom Christmas to 
Shroyetide, and the rest of the year four- 
pence. the fourteenth century, Parlia- 
ment fixed the price of a fat ox at forty- 
eight ee pes shorn sheep at five shillings 
two dozen of egysat throe-pence, and the 
beat wine at twenty shillings pér ton. An 
Act of Parliament passed in 1633 settled 
the value of beefand pork ata halfpenny 
per pound, and vealatthree farthings. ~

The Dairy Trade. 


(From the Monetary Times: ) 

The tondency manifested for soveral 
years past in the dairy produce trado con- 
tinued during 1875—our oxports of choose 
advanced, whilst those of butter declined. 
in tho ogg trade, which is so closely rela- 
ted to that done in butter,that many Sper: 
ators buy both, the returas show a moder- 
ato decline as compared with the previous 
twelve months. 

The progress made throughout Canuda 
of late years in the’ production and expor- 
tation of cheese has beon extraordinary. 
In the year 1869 our exports were only 
4,503,370 lbs., valued at $549,562, Three 
years afterwards they had advanced to 16,- 
424,025 lba., worth $1,840,284 ;, and dur- 
ing the year under review—the last year 
for which we havo ,returas—the exporta- 
tion reached the handsome totalof 52 
$42,030 Ibs., tho yalue of which was sot 
down at $3,886,226. Besides this, Canada 
re-exported some $26,756 worth of foreign 
cheese, Which dealers found it advauta- 
geous to buy and sell again, The increase 
in the cheese trade during the seven years 
from 1869 to 1875 was considerably over 
700 per cent.—in other words, our exports 
increased over those of 1869 at the rapid 
rate of one hundred per cont. annually. 


When attention became so largely turned 
to the production of cheese, it could hardly 
be expected that tho exports of butter 
would continue as large as formerly; The 
decline has beon greater than was expected 
or was believed to be desirable. — Taking 
the same years for comparison as those ad- 
opted above in considering the trade in 
cheese, we find tho quantity and value of

And each year since then the decline has 
been just as gradual. In 1875 we find both 
the quantity and value less than in 1869. 
‘VVhis is accounted for by the great increase 
in the number of cheese factories, but it 
may be questioned whether in many ins 
stances the raising of butter at the prices 
obtainable of late years, would not pay the 
farmer quite aswell as the production of 
cheese at current rates. The retrogression 
in the production of butter is no doubt at- 
tributeble to sending the milk to the 
cheese factories. By this means the la- 
bors of the household are greatly decreased 
and all'the subsequent troubles in selling 
the butter are ayoided. Time is certainly 
money to the farmer as tothe business 
man, but the same desirable end might be 
accomplished by the establishment of but- 
ter factories. And this could be done with 
manifest advantage to the country. The 
experiment is now being tried in some lo- 
calities with very satisfactory direct. re- 
sults, 

The largest business ever done in eggs 
in Canada, was in 1874. During the twelve 
months the exports were 4,407,534 dozens, 
yalued at $587,284, Four years previously, 
in 1870, the velue of the eggs shipped was 
only $314,812. Coming now to 1876 we 
find the shipments to haye been 3,521,068. 
dozens, and the éstimated worth of these, 
was $434,173. Gomment is unnecessary 
on these figures, further than ‘to say, that 
the egg trade isa valuable anda growing 
one and deserving of every encourage- 
ment, . 

Regarding the market for our, dairy, pro- 
duce, Canadians inay be said to be inde- 
pendent of the United States.Great Britain 
generally offers sufficient inducements for 
shipments; and as’a matter of factsabsorbs 
most of our large supplies in botlr butter, 
and cheese. During the past yeddry for in- 
stance, Canada exported 30,889,353 lbs., 
of cheese to Great Britain,and only 1,406,- 
806 Ibs., across the lines ; and. of butter, 
the proportion was 6,579,405 lbs., as 
against 1,301,991. Newfoundland took 
nearly as much butter as the United 
States, namely, 1,125,231 Tbs! Consider 
able quantities both of butterand cheese 
were sent to the West Indies and other dis- 
tant countries, Our eggs, however, go al- 
most exclusively to the United States, but 
there are no duties upon them at the pre- 
sent time. 


The Compost Heap. 


Eyety farmer should have ® summer 
compost heap, consisting of manure not 
sufliciently decomposed to usein the spring. 
Manure will not decompose under cover 
half as rapidly as it will when exposed to 
therains, therefore place your compost heap 
out in your barnyard, or inany place where 
there will be butlittle waste from being 
washed in heavy rains, A square heap does 
very well as to sliape; and the top should be. 
made flat so as not to shedrain. The more 
straw mixed with it the better, as the de- 
composition of the straw produces certain 
acids which tend to “‘fix” ammonia 
emitted from the manure. The sides and 
top of the heap should be covered with 
straw to prevent evaporation. No. lime | 
should be mixed in such aheap, unless it 
is composed of very coarse materials, with 
but little manure. Plaster may be sprink- 
led through itto advantage as an absorbant 
of the ammonia of the stable drug. Salt is 
of no partictilar benefit over what it would 
be, if applied to land separately. Muck 
is good—that is, mpck from swamps which 
has been drawn out in the fall, al left ex- 
posed to the frosts of the winter to become 
disintregrated. This, if mixed in layers 
with the compost heap, will imbibe, the 
gases and virtue of the stable drug) aud the 
next spring the whole heap willbe excellent 
manure, and in good condition to use on | 
any crop ; but the heap ought to bo forked | 
over twice during the summer, It ia only | 
the coarser portion of the contents’of the | 
and gathering of weeds, ete, | 
during the summor, that most require to 
be composted; yet, for many crops, if the

| welcomed them to Ireland, concluding by mov- 
ing the following Resolution:—*That this 
meeting of Orangemen and Protestants heart- 
ily welcomes to the Maiden City the members 
| of the Orange Order from all parts of the Brit- 
| ish Empire, now present in Triennial Council 
in Londonderry, and congratulates them on 
the progress and unity thus manifested, in the 
interests of truth, liberty, loyalty, and Prot- 
| estant love,” William Johnston, Esq., M. P., 
spoke briefly but eloquently in support of the 
resolution, which was carried amidst immense 
cheering. 

Colonel Bowru then said—Worshipful sir, 
ladies and gentlemen, I assure you the re- 
ception you have giyen mo and those who 
have come from a distance to assist in co- 
menting all sections of the Orange Order will 
never be forgotten by us. When I was, 
seven years ago, made a member of the Mur- 
ray Club of Apprentice Boys, I little expect- 
edthatI should, even at the end of seven 
years, have the privilege and pleasure of re- 
ceiving from them, in the Maiden City of 
Derry, such a cordial reception as that which 
has just been extended to myself and my 
brethren. (Applause,) I must confess that 
in visiting this old historic city, travelling 
| round, the Walls, entering into that old 
sacred building within the Walls, and having 
| pointed out to us by Br. Ferguson—(ap- 
plause)—where lie the bones of those who 
were offered asa sacrifice forthe principles 
which we value so highly and are found to 
maintain, there arise feelings in our bosom 
difficult to express, Every spot around the 
city is hallowed by some associations, and 
seoms almost too sacred to tread upon. This 
may appear strange tu you who are familiar 
with every spot from childhood ; but in. us, 
who have read of those who bled and died in 
the struggle for the liberties which we now 
enjoy, and who have never witnessed the 
scenes of those struggles before, they create 
emotions that few can comprehend, unless 
those placed in similar circumstances, But 
when I observe the spirit which animates the 
rising generation here, I feel satistied as an 
Englishman, that the time is far distant when 
the Protestant Crown of Great Britain could 
be disturbed, whileyou exhibitthe samo char- 
acteristics of loyalty and attachment you have 
shown in the past. (Applause.) In Canada 
we make our brethren swear to maintain the 
British Crown so long ax it ia Protestant ; 
and, therefore, wo can have no sympathy with 
those who try to undermine it and loosen the 
band that binds us to the einpire to which we 
belong, (Applause.) I tell the party on that 
side of the water that the Oran; 
are ready to shoulder their rifles when oc 
y require in defence of the Crown of 
England, Ihave no desire to draw distine- 
tion between classes in that colony, but I do 
say that there is no class in Canada more 
ready to shoulder their rifles and rush to the 
front in defence of the country than Orange- 
men from the north of Ireland, and their cle- 
scendants, (Applause.) Such was the case 
im 1837 ; and later, when the Fenian party 
attempted to reach Ireland through Canada, 
they were met by a troop of volunteers and 
signally repulsed; They novsooner polluted 
tho eoil of Canada than they wore encounter. 
od by the loyalists, and tiye out ef the aix 
who Iaid n their lives on the plains of 
Ridgew re Canadian Orangemen. (Ap-

On Friday ovyening the brethren of the 
Dublin lodges entortainod four of the depu- 
tation from Canada to this country at a 
dinner in the Orange Hall, No. 49 York 
Street. Tho guests were Col. Mackenzio 
Bowell, M. P., Grand Maater of British 
‘Aietica ; John Whito, Esq., MM. | Pay 
Grand Master of Ontario East ; Wm, J. 
Parkhill, Esq., Grand Master of Ontario 
Weat ;-and Wm. Johnson, Deputy /Grand 
Troasurer of British America. In the ab- 
sence of the Grand Master of Dublin 
(Brother James F. Caldbeck, Esq., J. P.), 
the chair was taken by Philip R, Patman, 
Grand Secretary of Dublin, Amongst those 
also present wero;—

After the usual loyal toasts, 
The Chairman gave ‘The glorious, pious, 
and immortal memory of the great and 
good King William,” which was receiyed 
with enthusiasm, 
The Chairman next gave ‘‘ The Orange 
Institution and its Imperial Grand Master, 
the Earl of Enniskillen,” and remarked 
that his lordship had always identified 
himself with the principles and working of 
the institution. He (the chairman) regret- 
ted that in those days when the bone and 
sinew of Protestantism might be required 
at no distant date to uphold the Constitu- 
tion, the other noblemen and gentry of the 
country should form a marked contrast 
with his. Those, however, who stood 
aloof from the order now, would, he was 
certain have occasion, ere long, to regret 
the error of their ways, and in the case of 
events occurring which were already prog- 
nosticated, would be the first to. call upon 
the Orangemen of Ireland to maintain the 
principles of thé Constitution, and to 
rally round the Orange batiner (cheers). 
The Chairman next gave the health of 
the guests of the evening, and, in doing so, 
observed that the Orange Institution had 
spread with wonderful rapidity in Canada. 
It included now members of the three 
nationalities resident in that dominion. A 
few years ago the Orangemen there had an 
cpportnnity of following in/the footsteps of 

ir forefathers when they banded to- 
gether with true Orange and Protestant 
spirit to resist the inroad of those from 
Yankeedom-who thought that via Canada 
was the nearest way to Great Britain 
(laughter and applause). 

Ool. Mackenzre Bowe, M. P., re- 

onded: He said that his brethren and 
himself since they crossed the Atlantic had 
been eminently satisfied with what they 
had witnessed of the old stock ofthe Orange 
Institution at home ; and they were pre- 
eminently gratified when at the conference 


found congregated under the Orange ban- 
ner representatives of all tho Churches 
claiming to be Protestants, and | extending 
from British America to New South Wales 
where the principles of Orangeism were 
flourishing like greenbay trée. In the 
dominion over which he had the honor to 
preside ai Grand Master, they had _work- 
ing some 1,500 lodges, well attended, in 
addition to numerous district and county 
lodges. The institution was founded there 
in 1820 by a few bretliren from Ireland ; 
and it had since spread through all the 
Protestant communities, and now included 
all who possessed the thtee great requisites 
of membership—namely, that they were 
subjects of Great Britain, that’ they were | 

reparedet» uphold the Bible and to .de- 
end tho. throne: of Great.Britain, being 
Protestant, and that the were of | 
good moral character. _Th&k. numbers 
might be computed at from 150,000 to 
200,000 ; and tlicir ponitiogiatatad from 
that of their brethren at™hobté4in this, 
that they jcounld turn out qvhon they 
chose, where they choose and how 
they chose, no man daring to say them 
nay (cheers.) He regretted that there was 
a ban upon the institution in Ireland in 
some respécts. A Whig nobeman—the 
Duke of Newcastle, attempted to degrade 
the Order in Canada on the occasion of the 
visit of the Princo of Wales butthey would 
not succumb, and tho result had been that 
thoy had mado increased progress, and at- 
tained increased prosperity... To resist the 
Josuitical encroachment of the, Vatican, to 
unite Protestant parties,to arrangs forces for 
coming ovents and to anaintaina Protestant 
throne they must coinbine ther’ and 
stand togethor as oneman ; and. he could 
assure the brethren in Ireland that the 
members: of the order ‘in the Dominion 
from whence ho had come wero ‘‘heart, 
pocket and hand” with them in that grand 
object (cheers). 

Messrs. White, Parkhill, and Johnson 
also briefly responded, andhealths of the 
chairman, vice-chairman, and other toasts 
having boen given, the company sepira- 
ted.

Ono result of the “spelling bec” mania, 
which recently passed over this continent, 
And which is now agitating the people of 
tho United Kingdom, is tho creation ofa 
discussion among learned philologists as to 
whothor it is not possible to remove some 
of tho incongruities which characterize the 

~ orthography of the English language ; but 

jt would seom, judging from tho discus- 
which have taken place, that to ef-

A MYSTERIOUS CASE. 


Ownx Sounn, Aug. 9.—Betweon one and 
two o'clock on Tuesday morning a man naméd 
Nelson, who lives close by the swing bridge 
in this town, awakened a neighbor, telling 
him that a man was drowning in tho river. 
The latter immediately hastened to the bridge 
‘and on his coming there Nelson pointed out 
tho spot where ho had seen the man go down. 
Acedat was found on the bridgo and a hat 
on the water which in the morning were idon- 
tified by some relatives as belong to a young 
man named Jas, MacPherson. Search was 
made for tho body and it was found near the 
spot pointed out by, Nelson. Marka of vio- 
lence were observable about the head of the 
deceased, which, with other ciroumstances, 
caused a strong suspicion of foul play in the 
minds of the citizens.’ An inquest commenc- 
ed before Coroner Barnhart and Gordon last 
évening was continued to-day and again ad- 
journed till to-morrow, Nothing dofinite as 
to tho perpetrators of the murder, which it 
is now gonerally believed was committed, has 
been elicited. The story of Nelson is to, the 
offect that he was awakened by a cry, of 
“ drowning, drowning,” and looking out of 
the window he saw a man swimming towards 
THO MMAIS OF the river, “While looking, two 
men passed over the bridge on horseback, but 
he did not ask them to save the drowning 
man, and immediately after the man sank. 
The medical evidence is to the effect that de- 
ceased received injury on the head which 
must have stunned him before he reached tho 
water, and rendered him incapable of swim- 
ming,as described by Nelson. A strong feel- 
ing prevails that a brutal murder has been 
committed. 


The Grand Trunk and Great 
‘Western. 


The following text of the agreement be- 
tweon Mr. Childers and Mr. Potter explains 
itself :-— 

Tho President and Boards of the Grand 
Trunk and Great Western Railway Compan- 
ies of Canada have agreed that the competit- 
ive traffic between those companies shall be 
divided, on a plan similar to that established 
for many years under the ‘‘Gladstone Award,” 

in this country. | 
The Managers are therefore instructed to | 
meet without delay, and, taking in turn each 
town or district served by the two companies, 
are to arrange the percentage for the division 
of the traffic, agreeing on the rates and fares, 


The Managers will remember that a per- 
centage, for working expenses, will be al- 
inert to the company carrying more than the 
agreed proportion, 

The Presidents and Boards are yery un- 
willing, in the first instance, to appoint a 
third party to decide between the Managers 
when they differ ; and they prefer to instruct 
the Managers to make all possible concessions 
bearing in mind that the want of such an ar- 
pebreueny as is now contemplated is likely 
to be far more disadvan: us than any 
slight loss inthe percentage claimed. 

They therefore desire that, by compromise 
and mutual concession, these agreements may 
be brought about without further instruc- 
tions from this side, or the introduction of an 
umpire, 

The agreements are to take efiect from the 
earliest practicable date, if possible the 1st of 
July, and to be for ten years, 

As cach schedule is settled it must be _re- 

partes to London, to be confirmed and sealed 
y the two Boards. 
The Presitlents and Boards further agree 
that they will recommend their respective 
shareholders, at the next half-yearly meeting,

For matters of real JS adgersed wo are 
obliged to turn to the ondits of tho stock 
exchange, which, 1 in other countries, are 
not always strictly reliable.’ Still there oc- 
casiomally crops up an incident ‘of a tore 
authentic'character, based ‘upon testimony 
which cannot be disputed, and-of this cate~ 
gory is the quiet and very Oriental little 
coup Wetat“of the 22nd of June; it: is 
strictly’ in accordance with the foreign 
prejudices, but it shows how very practical 
and expeditive arg the Ovmanli whenever 
they have a particularly troublesome knot 
tumuntie, On tho ground that the presence 
of so many European ironclads in the Dar- 
dunelles rouderéd advisable the employ~ 
mont of a Turkish force in that neighbor- 
hood, the formation of a camp of observa- 
tion was decided upon, and publicly an- 
nounced, on the shores of *Besika Bay. 
Orders wore sent into the interior of Ar- 
menia and of Syria; and in a fow days 
every steamer from the Black Sea and 
from the coasts of Asia Minor began to 
disembark its contingent of swarthy Ara- 
bians, and vicious-looking Kurds and Ana- 
toliahs: They were tired from their jour- 
ney, and required repose, and. would stop 
for a short time in the barracks of the 
capital, when, the original , garrison was 
sent to Besika to form a nucleus for the 
encampment under the guns of the British 
flect, Gradually, all the old troops were. 
thus disposed: of, and then the idea ofa 
camp wos abandoned, more steamers went 
down to the Dardanelles, the soldiers were 
embarked, and landed at Salonica, whence 
they were despatched to reinforce the 
crops of observation along the Servian 
frontier, This was the first step. The 
possibly disaffected garrison had been got- 
ten rid of, and no suspicions had been 
arotsed ; but this was not enough. The 
arsenal, with its immense stock of muskets 
and cannon, was commanded by one Arifi 
Pasha, who, as Grand Master of the Ar- 
tillery, disposed of sufficient material to 
arm all the malcontents of Constantinople. 


Now, Ariff was known to have strong 
anti-reform proclivities, and, as such, was 
a very dangerous man, whom it was neces- 
sary to replace by some one of more ex- 
tended views. ‘There wisno Cabinet Coun- 
cil held on the occasion, for the’ last one 
had not been a success, and no one can tell 
who gave the order, but it so happened that 
on the 22d of June Ariff Pasha was strang- 
led in his bed. ‘There was not even the 
lugubrious farce of an inquest in this case; 
simply an announcement in the next day’s 
paper of the appointment of Riza Pasha to 
the post of Grand Master of Artillery, which 
had_been rendered vacant by the sudden 
death of Ariff Pasha.

Such peculiarities .as these 
were relied on to show that his mind was 
weak and incapable of, resisting pressure, 
On the other hand, counsel for the defend- 
ant produced a number of witnesses to 
prove that he was a shrewd,intelligent man 
of literary tastes, that he was dissatisfied 
with the plaintiff and his father, and com- 
plained of their interference in his affairs, 
and that he was particularly anxious forthe 
welfare of his tenantry,arid wished to leave 
his property to Lord Longford’s family,be- 
cause he was a popular, Fandlord. Lord 
Longford was examined, and stated that 
the intention to make his son heir was com- 
municated to him by a letter from the te- 
tator, whom he had not seen since 1843 to 
1873, and the solicitor who drew the will, 
the doctor, the manager of the bank, and 
other witnesses swore positively as to the 
testator’s perfect capacity. 

The jury returned three times into the 
Court and stated that were unable to agree 
upon the issue as to undue influence, but 
they were unanimous in believing that the 
testator had testamentary capacity. Baron 
Dowse expressed his willingness to discharge

More Cattle for Bugland. 


(Brom the Montreal Witness)» 


Three steamships havo left port this week 
laden with cattle on the upper decks whilst 
the lower ones were closely packed with 
first quality lumber, Soveral fine horses 
has been shipped, and moro are oxpectod 
ina day or two, The market for both 
horses and beof cattle in England has pre: 
yonted the glut that sometimes takes place 
here, and consequently prices are gradually 
tending persis for tho class of cattle re- 
quired. Hay is also being shipped, mado 
up in bales, both for use on the voyage 
and after, as it meots with a ready market; 
but it is not likely that this will continue 
long, a8 hay to als pearance is likely to 
bea short crop in this locality, and the 
price even now is considered high. Tho 
all kind of working horses havo 
vanced a little, and if the de- 
mand in England continues, as it is likely 
to do, if we may judge by tho following ex- 
tract from the Globe's London correspond- 
ont, the American buyors will not be like- 
ly to frequent our markets as much as they 
have done heretofore ;— 

“A number of Canadian horses, pur- 
chased in the neighborhood of Toronto 
and Montreal, havo been brought over to 
England with perfect safety, and with a 
very profitable and encouraging result. I 
wont down to Worcester Park, a charming 
suburban villago in Surrey, a few miles 
from London, where the stables are situ- 
ated in which the horses are located. They 
were all in what I call capital condition, a 
little ‘above themselves’ perhaps, but not 
so fat as horses are generally made in Eng- 
land by the dealers before sale. The im- 
portation was a private speculation, and 
the importer intends to sail for Canada to 
purchase another lot in three weeks’ time, 
Almost all this first lot have found purchas- 
ers very readily here, although the market 
for hores is falling a good deal from prices 
of the last three or four years, The animals 
were suitable for all purposes, and were 
all warranted sound and quiet to ride or 
drive. The average cost price in Canada was 
$120, and the selling average here has 
been £565 or £275. The price there is 
hardly a citerion of what a horse 
would fotch here, but of this lot only a 
dozen remained unsold when I visited 
Worcester Park yesterday, though many 
of the sold lots still remained at the stables 
One fine upstanding bay horse that was 
bought for $102 near Toronto, had been 
sold yesterday to a gentleman for a brough- 
amhorse for £53. He was, in horsedeal- 
ers~slang, the ‘pick of the basket,’ and 
made the top price. He looked yery much 
like taking to the timber business, if 
properly schooled fora hunter. All the 
sales had been made to private buyers. 

“The horses were ship from New 
York, owing to the Dominion line boat 
from Montreal breaking down ; they came 
in the ‘‘Wyoming,” of the Guion line, 
without a scratch, in a patent apparatus, 
which economizes room on shipboard, and 
secures safety to the animals. The cost 
ws $50 a head from Montreal to London, 
including every expense, 

‘It is the opinion of many judges who 
have seen this lot of horses that Canadian 
bred animals are better suited to the Eng- 
lish market than Kentucky horses. As 
they are the first lot of American horses 
ever landed in London, they haye been 
visited by many persons interested. The 
Glasgow tramway cars have been partly 
horsed with American bred cattle, but none 
of these horses are yet employed by the 
General Omnibus Company, who are ready 
tobuy to any extent,if theright sort are of- 
fered them at the right price. The com- 
pany have for three or four years past been 
paying £35 per head for horses of a rough 
and useful wear and tear stamp. Such 
was the interest felt in this consignment 
that the Agricultural Hall management 
wished to have them on view at their es- 
tablishment. Owing to the horse show, 
however, this was impracticable till most 
of the lots had found purchasers. It is, 
however, very likely that the next arrivals 
will be shown there.”

Sandfield Macdonald to join him in the inter- 
ests of Confederation. The proposition was 
successful, Ontario was aie and Con- 
federation was gained, but that was op- 
posed by Messrs, Blake and Mackenzie, 
But the first thing they did when they got a 
chance was to seduce Mr, Sandfivld Macdon- 
ald’s Speaker, Mr. Scott, from his allegiance, 
and tho next thing they did was to bring 
Mr, Mowat down from the bench, and from 
that time both have beon the humble ser- 
vants of the Dominion Government. For 
twenty long years the people of the country 
were told that the Government of which he 
(Sir John) was a member, was wasteful and 
extravagant and that the money was expend- 
ed improperly. It was said that the number 
of offices had been needleasly increased, that 
the departments were filled with unnecessary 
servants, and that the contingencies were 
enormous, and a promise of economy and re- 
trenchmert was rade in the event of a change 
of Government. Mr, Mackenzie said in Sarnia 
that he was going to elévate the moral stand- 
ard of the’country, and that the corruption 
which had existed should no longer exist, but 
be swept away, What had been the result? 
They had heard of the Big Push letter, They 
pron! remember that Mr, Mackenzie at 
Sarnia denied that there had been a fund 
with which to carry the elections. The Big 
Push letter said differently. Mr. Brown— 
and they could not gainsay Mr. Brown— 
stated that the fund had existed and that he 
had ‘‘ come down handsomely,” (Laughter. ) 
The fund had been in existence, and a “Big 
Push” was to be made to replenish it. It was 
also stated that when they came into power 
tlicy would introduce a principle of constitu- 
tional Government by means of which Parli 
ment should have a complete check over tl 
expenditure of the Government.

It was not, however, a bargain, and it was 
an unconstitutional contract which should 
not have been entered into without the vote 
of Parliament. Why, they made a present 
of two miles of railway to 4 private company 
without the knowledge of Parliament, and 
they entered into» contract'that when the 
iron of that railway was worn out they would

“why did aot the Government of Sir John 
Macdonall do this?”

In 1864 the Reciprocity Treaty 
eapired. Negotiations then went on between 
the British Government and the Government 
of the United States for the renewal of the 
treaty, He had urged it upon those Govern- 
ments, and while there was any chance, hope 
or expectation that the Americans would yield 
it would have been foolish to have put a duty 
upon their grain, and probably raise a feeling 
of irritation against ns and obstruct the nego- 
tiations which were going on. When it was 
found that it was the fixed policy of the Unit- 
ed States farmers and theirrepresentatives in 
Congress'to refuse reciprocity, a commience- 
ment was made in 1870 with a small instal- 
ment of duty, starting what was called a na- 
tional policy, In 1871 he (Sir John) went 
to Washington as a Commissioner for her 
Majesty's Government, and while he 
he was there the Opposition made a 
motion and succeeded in carrying it, which 
had for its object the repeal of the Act giving 
the small protection that was given to the 
farmers. Mr. Mackenzio was absent \from the 
House himself for some reason or other, (A 
Vo1ce—Local elections !) The whole of the 
present Government, then in Parliament, 
voted for the repeal. The sweeping away of 
that Act was, therefore, owing to the votes 
of the then Opposition, which were recorded 
then for the purpose of defeating the Govern- 
ment. He (Sir John) felt, and he was sure 
they all felt, humiliated when they saw our 
markets over stocked with American cattle, 
when they saw along our frontiers Americans 
competing successfully with our own farmers, 
and compelling them to accept ruinous prices, 
and when they considered that the doors of 
the Americans were closed againstus, This 
was a great question, which would be raised 
at the next elastin: and it was no use, then, 
to send to Parliament Protectionists unless 
they promised to take steps to secure 
the carrying out of their ‘opinions, By 
doing so, the farmers would have, in the 
flourishing condition of our manufactures, 
which would follow, “A Tharket, a profitable

| audacity, ever since the recont foregathering 
of somo of the loaders of tho Party, is simply 
amazing. The greater the untruth they ut- 
ter, the stronger, scems to be their power of 
expression, In their rage at the evident de- 
fadenbs of the Party, thgy shriek with all the 
wildness of men agente: Perhaps 
they are; wa aro eck to think: they are. 
On what other supposition can we account for 
the outrageous article which appeared yester- 
day in the columns of the chief organ.

Throughout the country, it must. be said to 
the credit of the Conservative Party that 
they have stood well to their leader and their 
cause ; but there have been some Walkers, 
Mclutyres, ef al, for whom the pap of the 
Government has had a resistless attractive: 
ness. On the other hand, it is quite true 
there have been many additions to the Con-

and they ‘lo not make the claim without good 
reason, What au y ! Let the answer to 
it be given by the Election Courts in the per- 
sons of Messrs. Walker, Barber, Neclon, 
Cameron of Huron, Jodoin, MeGregor, H. 
H, Cook, Norris, Wilkes, Donohoe, Me- 
Dougall of Renfrew, Currie, Tremblay, and 
many others of the same kidney, But if this 
is not sufficient, let ns take Mr. George 
Brown himself,who"thus to a brother Senator, 
manager of a largo banking institution, 
writes ; 

“ We have expended our strength in aiding 
the out counties and helping our city candi- 
dates, buta Lig push has to fe madeon Satur- 
day and Monday for'the East and West Di- 
visions, if we are not to succumb to the cash 
of the Government. There are but half a 
dozen people that can come down handsomely, 
and we have all done that we possibly can 
do, and we have toask a very few outsiders 
tohelpus. Will you be one ?” 

Of which letter an eminent member of the 
Juiliciary said : 

“Tt is, of course, a plaindemand for money 
to oppose, it is said, the expenditure by the 
Government candidates at the Toronto elec- 
tions, and it isan admission that the writer 
and those co-operating with him had expend- 
ed their strength, which I suppose means 
their money; in other constituencies for the 
like purpose, Je is a letter written for corrupt 
prrposes to interfere with the freedom of elec- 
tion. Itis au invitation to the recipient, as 
one with some others and the writer, to concur 
in committing the ofence of bribery and corrup- 
tion ‘at the polls.”

To Remove Srarns.— If you have been 
picking or handling any acid fruit and have 
stained your hands, wash them in clear 
water, wipo them lightly, and while they 
are yet moist strike a match and shut your 
hands around it so as to catch the smoke, 
and the stains will disappear. Before fruit 
juico ¢ , itcan often be temoved by 
cold water, ‘using a sponge and towel if 
nocessary. For removing stains from the 
hands there is nothing better than the juice 
of a tomato, Rubbing the fingers with 
tho inside of the pariugs of apples will re- 
move most of the stain caused by paring. 
Ink, also, if Washed out or sopped up froin 
the carpet with cold water immediately 
when it is spilled, can be almost entirely 
removed. Ink spots on floors can be ex- 
tracted by scouring with sand, wetted in 
oil of vitroil and water, Whon the ink is 
removed, rinse with strong pearlash water. 


Sick Heapacue.—This distressing com- 
plaint can generally be relieved by soaking 
tho feet in very warm water, in which a 
spoonful of powdered mustard has boon 
stirred. Soak as long as possible, or till 
the water gota cool; it draws the 
blood from the head. Another quicting 
romedy is to scald sour milk till it whoys 
off ; make a bay of thin muslin, and strain 
it off, not very dry, and put the cord in 
the bag, upon tho head, as warm as it can 
be borne ; 1t will relieve the pain in a fow | 
moments. Some such simple rémedios are 
far preferable to drags or to doctors’ pro- 
scriptions ; they relieve as quickly, and are 
cheaper, as well ax more readily appliod

Wo hayo noithor time nor space to g¢ 
into the circumstances of wholo classes of 
thoso minor rulers who impart variety to 
the map of India, and present a lively con- 
trast to tho regularity and method of our 
rule. In Bundelound alone there are thirty 
six princes, only four of whom have the 
power of inflicting capital punishment ; and, 


even in their cases, this exercise of ono of | 


tho attributes of dominion is a distinct ac- 
knowledgmont of theright of the Paramount 
Power to withhold as woll as to grant it. 
“It isi fact, remarkable even in the long 
catalogue of acts which prove concessions on 
the one hand and feudal obedience on the 
othor, that the Raja of one of these four 
prominent Bundela states presented a nus 
sur, or tribute, to Lord Hastings in 1817, 
with tho observation that it was the first 
occasion that his family had acknowledgod 
the supremacy of any other Power. It can 
hardly be argued that thore is any pretence 
of indepondence in tho tributary Rajas of 
Orissa, in the Cossyah and Jyntia chiefs on 
our North-east frontier, in the congeries of 
petty states which intervene between Bom- 
bay and Central and Upper India ; in the 
Rao of Kutch, or the Nawab of Bahawul- 
pore, Thoy oxist because their existence 
concerns the good faith and equity as well 
as the sound policy of the Queen’s Govern- 
ment, They govern ; but even their crude 
notions of Kingeraft are moulded imper- 
ceptibly by tho influence of a higher stand- 
ard and a puror faith. They are adminis- 
tered temporarily whenever financial ruin, 
feminine intrigue, or the personal ascend- 
ancy of some unprincipled counsellor, ren- 
ders our interference necessary. And they 


because we have agreed to recognize that 
extraordinary sentiment of the Hindoos 


» inferior in any one respect to ason of the 
boy. 

It is perfectly true that in cortain mat- 
ters a considerable amount of independent 
action is conceded to these rulers, who 
still preserve many of the attributes of 
royalty. These potentates have merits of 
their own, and coin inoney of divors stan- 
dards. They collect and spend their own 
revenues ; they levy cortain transit duties; 
they usually appoint and remove their own 
Ministers ; they establish civil and crimin- 

_al Courts, police stations in the country, 

and superintendents of bazaars and of 
police in the cities. Thore is no check to 
their liberality, their predilections, or their 
caprices, within certain decent limits. One 
Raja isa strict game proserver, and has 
divers royal chases or parks swarming 
with deer, wild hog, juigle fowl, and pea- 
cocks. Another has a prejudice in favor 

of orthodox Brahmins of the good old 
school. A third has a mania for erecting 
summer palaces. A fourth has an arsenal 
filled with antiquated maskets and honey- 
_ combed pieces of artillery, with which he 
plays at soldiers, Here may be seen a 
native ministry not much changed in no- 
menclature since the birth of Mohammed. 
_ There it has pleased the ruler to mimic the 
titles and additions of the Imperial Goy- 
ernment, and to dub one functionary by 
the title of Local Member, and another by 
that of Finaucial Member of Council. In 
one principality much of the revenue is 
spent on the restoration of old temples and 
the rewarding of swarms of jugglers and 
dancing girls. In another it is partially 
devoted to a new hospital and to an English 
school. To all these fancies the British Gov- 
ornment says nothing, except now and 
then by quiet remonstranco, by genial en- 
couragemont, or by stern rebuke. But 
for all that, it is certain that we are always 
ready to interpose with something beyond 
vague phrases, whenever peace and tran- 
quility are concerned, or evil example 
spreads a little too far. There are a 
quantity of things which native rulers aro 
permitted and even encouraged to do. 

There are certain things which they cannot 
do, and which they know perfectly well 
that they will nevor be allowed to do. 

Wo come down on thom high-handed, in a 
way of which even the Furst yon Bismarck 
would never dream, and write despatches 
which would be too strong for that man of 
blood and iron. Besides certain things to 
be dono and other things to be let alone, a8 
specified in solemn treaties and engage- 
ments, all princes, whether sprung from the 
mythical Rama or the robber Sevaje, know 
perfectly well that they must not make 

war on each other, nor exchange territories 
without reference to higher authorities ; 
still'loss could they sell ono foot of land to 
the representative ofany Continental Power

Shastras, insult their nobles, torture their 
Ryots,repudiate their debts, disinhorit their 
| successors, or even ill-treat their wives | 
| There is, in fact, one noted and one re- 
stricted power in all India, Native as woll 
| as British ; it has been’ exercised by a 
| series of vicoroys ; and whether it be 
thought politic or impolitic to reduce it to 
a formula, it is destined, we believe, to 
survive the doubts of Mr, Gladstone and 
to defy the predictions of Mr, Lowe.

YACHTING. 


Second and” Deciding Race for 
the Queen's Cup—The Madeleine 
| Wins by 27m. lds. 


(From the Mail.) 


On Boanp tHe Countess oy Dorrexin 
Srarierc 3. I.) ? 
Ave, 13th, 1876. 

Saturday dawned with a dead calm and 
aheavy fog, and ao faras weather indica- 
tions wont they were exactly contrary to 
what wore cosired. No time was lostin pte- 
paring for what afterwards proved to be 
tho deciding race of the series for the cup. 
Captain Joo Ellsworth and a lo of his 
brothors came aboard at an ea’ The 
fog lifted somewhat about nine 
for a short time it looked as if we might 
have wind. Our fate was soalod, however, 
and wo were dostinod to be defeated by a 
day similar to the previous one. 

‘At ten o'clock, the judges’ steam tug 
came alongside,and Mr, Haight, Chairman 
of tho Sailing Committee, handed Commo- 
dore Gifford the following instructions ;— 

To propare—One whistle and the lower- 
ing of the flag upon the Judges’ steamer. 
‘Ten minutes later to cross t line, same 
signals will be repeated. Fifteen minutes 
later to denote expiration of time to cross, 
the same signals will be repeated. The 
course will be given from the judges’ 
steamor before the start. Tho yachts will 
pass between buoy five and the judges’ 
Boat going and returning, and will round 
the judges’ steamer (two miles to wind- 
ward) leaving it on the starboard hand. In 
the event of the judges’ steamer not arriy- 
ing at buoy five in time to record the finish 
the judges appointed on the competing 
yachts will be empowered to take the time. 

When it is known that “bouy five” bears 
due south three hundred yards or less in 
distance from the starting point, it will be 
seen that the original course agreed on for 
the contest was abandoned. A letter of 
the New York Yacht Club in Major Gif- 
ford’s possession distinctly states that the 
course should be from Sandy Hook light- 
ship, which is eight miles out and clear of 
all tocal currents, The advantage in shore 
was of course with the yacht thoroughly 
acquainted with the locallity, and the con- 
test was by no meansa fair ocean race. It 
is true we had Capt, Elsworth on board 
and he was well posted on all points, but 
the change at the last moment was an un- 


Towards the end of the race it told on ns 
severely, because the wind died away about 
the time the Madeleine crossed the line 
and we had the tide against us, Although 
we might not have won the race had the 
course been the original one agreed on, wo 
should have made a much better show for 
it. 
THE START. 

At 10:15 the tug tookboththe Madeleine 
and Countess into tow and proceeded to 
the vicinity of the starting point. The fo 
at this time had cleared away,and the win 
was very light from the south-south-east. 
At 11:30 both yachts cast off from the tug 
and sot their sails. Then the Chairman of 
the Committee informed us that the course 
was south-south-cast twenty miles and re- 
turn. Thefirst signal was given at 11.52.25, 
and the 2nd at 12.02.03. At this time the 
yachts America and Wanderer were in the 
vicinity,the former having made every pre- 
paration to take partin the race, All her 
dunnage was sent ashore, and she had on 
board a racing crew numbering more than 
thirty—General Butler, who was on board, 
expressed himself determined to beat both 
the Madeleine and Countess,he having suf- 
fered defeat the previous day. It is only

THE RACE. 

On the start both yachts seemed disin- 
clined to go over the line owing to the light- 
ness of the wind, but when the time for 
starting had almost expired the Countess, 
being ahead of the Madeleine, went about 
just under the latter’s bow, and forced her 
to back and go over the line to leeward. 
The official time of the staré was as fol- 
lows :— 

Madeleine, 12.17.24. 
The Countess, 12.17.58. 

The yachts stood out on a starboard tack, 
tho Madeleine drawing ahead but going to 
leeward of us. The wind was yery light at 
first, but a little outside a steadier breeze 
was found and we gradually but slowly 
gained on our opponent and were beating 
to windward of her. At 1.25 we were 
ahead of her and well to windward. This 

psition we seemed able to maintain, but 
Japtain Elseworth was not satistied,and he 
ave the Countess a good full sail, evident- 
ly with the idea of passing the Madeleine 
to leeward. At once our opponent took 
advantage of the circumstance and was to 
windward of us. Then, strange to say, the 
Countess would not hold the same wind as 
before, and we rapidly dropped away. Up 
to this time we had been carrying our jib- 
tepsail, and with the idea of holdin bet- 
ter wind it was stowed. The same experi- 
ment was tried the day before and failed, 
and so it did on this occasion, and fifteen 
minutes later the sail was reset. For three 
hours both yachts stood on this stretch. 
Going about, the Madeleine was first at 
3:17. She was threo quarters of a mile 
ahead of us, and we were in her wake. 
The breeze freshened slightly here, and we 
began to gain on the Madeleine. Wo were 
heading south-west-half-south. All eyes 
were looking for the tugboat around which 
we had to pass, and at 4 o'clock she was 
sighted nearly five miles to windward. At 
4:41 the Madeleine, a mile ahead of us, 
went about and stood out forthe tug. At 
4:54 sho once more went into stays, hoisted 
her fore-club and jib topsails, and bore oft 
on the turning point, which sho rounded at 
5:02. The Countess stood out at 4:57 to- 
wards the stake boat, heading south-east. 
At 5:09 we went about for the buoy and 
turned it at 5.13.41, 

As each yacht rounded, the revenue cut- 
ter Grant saluted with two gunsand hearty 
cheors fromthe crow.

Saturday that Mr, Disracli,tho distinguish- 
ed Promier of Great Britain, had accepted 
‘a soat in the House of Lords, with tho title 
of Earl of Beagonsticld, will be rocei ved 
with mingled foolings of rogrot and of 
gratification by the many admirers of the 
loading statesman of Groat Britain. Tho 
regret will arise from the fact that, by his 
accoptance of the proffered patent of nobil- 
ity, which he had frequently refused, Mr. 
Disracli acknowledges that the decadence 
of his physical powers compels him to re- 
move from tho stirring area of tho Com- 
mons to the moro dignified and less a 
: chamber, By this change tho 
- hy lose considerably, as it must 
be confessed that Sir Stafford Northcote, 
clover gentleman as he is, is not so able a 
successor of Earl Beaconsfield as could have 
desired. It is remarked in somo 
quarters that the now peer will prove of 
Jess consequence than when he occupied 
tho post of leader in the Commons. That 
need not necessarily be,as in previous times 
the Earl of Derby wasa very successful 
ler, and other examples of like kind are 
¢ all wanting. To such a man as Mr. 
Disraeli, tho “‘ elevation" to the peerage 
is in name more than reality, as his dignity 
is not really increased thereby, still, the 
« glittering bauble” has been the ambition 
of even greater than he, and it forms a 
fitting supplement to the honors already 
bestowed on him by the peojle. 
Seldom has there been a more remark- 
able career than that of Benjamin Disraeli. 
_ Tho scion of a despised and persecuted race, 
without the magical influence of wealth to 
assist him, he yet won his way, in times 
hen great men were not scarce, to the 
hest position to which a subject can at- 
in. Beginning life as a lawyer's clerk, 
ercised himself at spare times in liter- 
ary pursuits, towards which his fancy 
strongly urged him. The consequenco was 
the production of several works which at- 
_ tained much celebrity in their day, and are 
yet popular, amongst them being ‘ Vivian 
Gray,” and ‘‘ Contarini Fleming.” From 
literature he turned hisattention to politics, 
but at first he was not successful in his ef- 
forts to obtaina seat in the House, being 
_ thrice defeated. A fourth attempt proved 
successful, and Mr, Disraeli, who was then 
yiolent Radical anda fop of the first 
_ water, was returned for Maidstone in 1837. 
His first effort atoratory in the House must 
aye driven any ordinary man into retire- 
ment, ashe was fairly laughed down, the 
__ inflation of style and personal vanity of the 
young Jewish member being too much for 
the patience of the House. Perseverance, 
however, and a stern correction of his 
ults on the part of young Disraeli had 
their usual effect, and ere long, when his 


y py at ered his political allegiance, Mr. Disraeli, 
go death of Lord George Bentinck, 
sumed the Conservative leadership in 
he Commons—a position which he has 
held for twenty-eight years. In 1852 he 
became Chancellor of the Exchequer ; he 
:again appointed to that position in1858, 
once more in 1866. On Lord Derby's 
resigning the Premiership in 1868, Mr, 
D: eli became Prime Minister, but he 
___ held office for a few months only, as at the 
ensuing general election a large majority of 
bers were returned in opposition to his 
dininistration. Time, however, brought 
n his revenge, asin 1874 ho secured a 
P erdict from the people which amply com- 
_ pensated for his disappointment a few years 
before. 
; ‘These are the salient points in the career 
of this remarkable man. To his own genius 
he owed much, but his wife was a power- 
_ ful assistant to him on his road to fame. 
This amiable lady, who was considerably 
Ider than her distinguished husband, died 
in 1878, having some five years previously 
been created Viscountess Beaeonsficld, 
3 Since Mr. Disraeli assumed the reins of 
‘Power England has been well and safely 
governed. The influenco of the nation in 
Mropean politics has been reasserted, and 
home and colonial affairs have received 
_ close attention. The government of tho 
‘a country remains in his hands, and we trust 
_ that it may long continue to be in such 
competent charge.

Tur Income Question, — The following 
case, reported by the Barrie Advance, will in- 
terest many of our readers: ‘‘ His Honor 
Judge Gowan gave decision in a casetho other 
day which effectually settles the vexed ques- 
tion whether, in an assessment for income, 
the individual should be assessed only for the 
amount over and above $400. The case be- 
fore him was that of Mr, J. P. Fulljames,who 
appealed against the sum for which he was 
set down, urging that it was only the excess 
of income over $400 which should have been 
computed. His Honor, however, held the 
purport of the law to be that the /ul! amount 
of all incomes which exceed $400 should be 
taxed. This must aseuredly be the meaning 
of tho Statuto, for if it wore not. S800 of in- 
come would be required to entitle one under 
the Income Franchise Act, and an assessment 
of $400 income, which the Act fixes as the re- 
quisite sum, would be worthless, and the real 
object of the law would in consequence be de- 
feated.

Terrible Scenes on a Canadian 
Vessel. 


MEN, HORSES AND CATTLE BURNED TQ DEATH. 

The barque Mury Barrs, of Yarmouth, 
from’ Boston for Barbadoos, with # full oar- 
go of WhOOk# itf'the hold ‘and a heavy dock 
load of mules and sheep, put inta the East 
Rivor, after having experienced a most per- 
ilous” voyage. | The Pear started from 
Boaton on July 10, and for three days she 
made ga0d° headway, withoub experiencing 
any difficultios ; the animals on board were 
packed. toguther in an enclosed pen, with 
sufficient room to move about, and between 
the pen and tho poop were stored the bales 
of shay and straw, and water barrels. On 
the third day, when the vessol was under 
full sail, one of the sailors, in passing the 
place whoro the hay was stored, dropped a 
spark from his Pipe It ignited the hay, 
but, as ho thouglit, the fire was at once 6x- 
tinguished, andes he had been violating 
the rules, he did not mention the circum+ 
stance for fear of punishment. Unfortu- 
nately the fire had not been entirely oxtin- 
guished, but smouldered during the after- 
noon and till the following night, when the 
mate gave tho alarm that the yessel was on 


The watch was sot and évery precaution 
taken, while most vigorous efforts wore 
made to discover the source of the smoke. 
Soyoral bundles of smouldering hay were 
thrown overboard. The wind was high and 
fanned the smoking hay into flames, and 
filled the air with sparks. The cattle on 

me frantically psn tfor a 
imo the men Were almost ~panic-stricken, 
The timbers of ase were the noxt 
to catch fire, and this maddened the mules 
and sheep. . The mingled noise of brayin, 
mules and bleating sheep, the cracking 6 
burning timbers, and the shouting of ex- 
cited men as they battled bravely with the 
flames, is described as being frightful in 
the extreme. Many of the mules broke 
loose and ran frantically alioub the deck, 
creating frightful confusion, and Ultimately 
leaping into the sea, Many of ¢he sheep 
were roasted to death,and before the flames 
were got under control the vessel had sus- 
tained serious damage. A sailor named 
Gibbs was seriously burned, and he and 
another of the men are now in Bellevue 
Hospital. On.the morning of the 15th 
the Fatt extent Of ‘the damage to the vedsel 
was discovered, and it was atonce resolved 
to run for New York. Her subsequent 
adventures illustrate the old saying that 
misfortunes never come singly. When off 
Fire Island, July 20th, the unfortunate 
barque was run into by asteamer. The 
bowsprit and jib-boom were smashed, and 
her bows stove in. Tho sailors say the 
steamer was crowded with people and no 
attempt was made to render any assistance 
to the unfortunate men on board the 
Pbarque. It was with great difficulty that 
sho managed to reach the East Rivers

matting and prep it up behind the door of 
his room, to be as much out of sight as 
possible, and when night falls it is carried 
of tho palace and buried very quietly. 
No train of mourning coaches here in 
Turkey—but, then, they never are used 
in Turkey ; no olaborate preparation 
for the last resting place of one all-pow- 
erful a few hours before, With us,in fact, 
a dead Sultan is nobody—his sacredness 
has descended to his successor, To him 
we turn our thoughts.

ing ; that they dispense with. Let me tell 
‘ou about the late Fuad Pasha’s funeral, 
linister for Foreign Affairs, Well, he, 
you know, died in Traly, and his body was 
brought back to Stamboul for burial. They 
dug threo different graves for him, because 
in BES paRine the first they came upon some 
animal (a scorpion, I believe), and it was 
thought that Turkish ground (sacred in the 
eyes of Turks) would not receive the body 
of him who had died among unbelievers. 
The second grave was not completed when 
they found water, and again it was be- 
lieved the earth in this way refused to let 
the body lie there. But the third time no 
such impediments appeared, and the grove 
was dug on a hill within Stamboul, in a 
desolate place, on a site once occupied by 
houses and belonging to a mosque ; but 
this waste place had been devastated by 
one of the great fires so common in Con- 
stantinople,and there werethe ruins stand- 
ing ont like pillars on the burned up 
prenaee “But about the corteye to the 
rial place 1” asked I. “Well this is the 
manner of it. First of all the body is taken 
to amosque, Over the simple coffin of cy- 
press which contains the body, magnificent 
shawls are thrown, many sent by friends 
of the dead pasha, some provided by his 
own household. These shawls are 
very costly, Several pashas help to 
carry the body to the grave, and as the 
procession goes on every one rushes for- 
ward to help to bear the coffin for a mo- 
ment, as this is thought to be holy work. 
Imauns wearing blue, green, or violet tur- 
bans, according to the school to which 
they belong, walk before and after the 
body. At Fuad Pash’s funeral they walk- 
ed four abreast, in green turbans, to escort 
the body tothe mosque, chanting verses 
orme Koran. The deadare always taken to 
amosque before burial, and there, after 
prayers recited by the imauns, the pashas 
present spoke of the yirtues of the 
deceased over his bier, as is the 
custom, and then the funeral party 
started for the grave. The route to it 
lay through the beautiful new street of 
Constantinople called the Yeni Sokak, 
There were lines of carriages filled with 
the Turkish ladies in bright colored ferid- 
gees, these ladies having waited there since 
9 o'clock that morning to see the sight. 
Among that multitude I mingled dressed 
as a Turk, and as I understood the Turkish 
language, I overheard much of the conver- 
sation and remarks of the crowd. A wooden 
railing only was placed at first around the 
grave. 
You see that a pasha has a respect paid 
him of a ceremonious burial ; but as for 
the Sultans, you may depend upon me 
when I assure you that a dead Sultan is got 
ous of sight as speedily and quietly as pos- 
sible.

Wo find tho following in the Rural Netw- 
Yorker of last week :— 

A correspondent writes us that he has 
dificult in cheeso making. ‘ The top 
layer of milk in the vat after coagulation is, 
at times, very aoft and tender, and in cut- 
ting and working the curds, the oil or but- 
ter passes off in the whey The chief 
reason for this, wo presume, 18 that the 
milk is not well stirred at tho time of ad- 
ding the rennot, or perbape tho pamper 
ture of tho milk is too high and too 
rennet is used, and thus the cream accu- 
mutates to excess in the top layer of milk. 
‘After the rennet is added to the milk and 
up to tho time coagulation begins, tho but- 
tor part, or tho cream ofthe milk, is obey- 
ing tho law of gravity, and is gradually 
making its way toward the surface—some 
oven, if the coagulation be delayed, collect- 
ing so as to forma stratum of cream. 
The curd of ‘‘ whole-milk” consists of all 
the casein or cheese Bropen of milk, as well 
as most of the butter. Now, it is the case- 
in which imparts to curd its consistence 
and firmness. In the upper stratum of 
milk, the coagulation of which has been 
rotarded, the proportion of butter far ox- 
coeds that of the cascin, and the conse- 
quence of this is that such curd is soft, 
easilyfbroken, fatty, and is difficult of being 
made into cheese, Rennet acts exclusively 
upon the casein of the milk and not upon 
the butter, the globules of which become 

imbedded in the casein in the act of solidi- 
fication, and in this mechanical way are 
made to form part of the curd, 

Now, from this explanation some useful 
practical suggestions may be drawn. Thus, 
since warmth hastens the ascent of the 
butter, the temperature of the milk should 
never be raised above that necessary for 
the formation of the curd. Farther, every 
precaution should be taken to insure the 
speedy coagulation of the curd, not only 
by the due regulation of the temperature, 
but also by the use of rennet of sufficient 
strength and quantity, 80 as not to pro- 
long coagulation an unreasonable lenyth of 
time. Lastly, before the addition of ren- 
net, the milk should be well stirred, so as 
to mix as far as possible with it any butter 
which may have risen to tho surface, for 
when the cream has once risen and formed 
on the surface of the milk, it is difficult to 
diffuse it by agitation through the fluid in 
the same uniform manner in which it was 
originally suspended, In spite of all our 
endeavors, much of it will soon rise again 
to the surface; and hence we see how, 
with improper or rough manipulation, the 
waste of oily particles is liable to ocour in 
passing off with the whey. 

The difficulty of returning to the milk 
all the cream that has once risen, and in- 
corporating it with cheese in the process 
of cheese-making, is well demonstrated in 
tho lately-invented method for improving 
skimmed milk for cheese making. In the 
poe referred to, about 30 pounds of 

utter are taken from the milk, and the 
skimmed milk is treated with a cheaper 
fat. Now, in this process, a larger quan- 
tity of rennet than for ordinary full milk 
cheese is used, in order that the coagula- 
tion may be perfected in the shortest space 
of time, and thus catch the oily particles 
in the casein, and hold them in the cheese. 
The oil is thoroughly mingled with the 
milk by stirring the mass, and then the 
rennet is added ; but although the coagu- 
lation is rapid, it is found that the skimmed 
milk will not absorb or take up much more 
than 12 pounds of fat in the 1,000 pounds 
of milk which originally contained 30 
pound. And the reason for this, doubtless, 
is because in returning the fat to the milk, 
it cannot be distributed through the par- 
ticles of casein in the minute form that the 
butter globules obtain originally in the 
milk. In cutting and working the curd, 
the larger fat_particles are laid bare of their 
covering of casein, and thus minyle with 
the whey and pass off during the manipu- 
lation of the mass. It will be seen, there- 
fore, in full-milk cheese-making, a point 
of great importance is to keep, as far as 
possible, the cream from rising. 

It will be observed, also, that where 
there is an excess of fat that has accuniu- 
lated in the upper layer of milk with a cor- 
responding loss of fat in the lowor layers, 
the curds will not be of uniform consisten- 
cy. And even though they be afterwards 
mingled together in the stirring and salting

curd distributed unequally through the 
curds deficient in fat, and this will have a 
tendency to affect the cheese unfavorably 
while curing. One of the arts of making 
fine cheese isto have every portion of the 
curd of the same texture and consistency 
when it goes to press. The fermentation 
or curing process is then carried on alike, 
and we have uniformity in texture and 
flavor, But if soft particles of curd be mix- 
ed up with those of firmer texture, it will 
be seen there will bea lack of uniformity 
in the fermentation, while excessive por- 
tions of fat in separate lumps will have a 
tendency to become rancid, and thus the 
cheese must soon vet “‘off flayor.” We are 
conyinced that much of the “ off-flayored ” 
cheese comes from this source. 

The temperature of the milk, when 
ready to set with rennet, should not be 
aboye 85’, and it should be thoroughly 
stirred at the time of adding the rennet, so 
that all parts of the milk be uniform in 
consistency. Thenif congulation is per- 
fected before the cream has achance to rise 
and acoumulate in the top layer, and if the 
cutting and working of the curds be care- 
fully conducted, the trouble complained of 
by our correspondent will be avoided. The 
nse of an agitator in the milk during the 
night is to be recommended, ‘hs it prevents 
the cream from rising, and at tho same 
time keeps the milk in good order. 

The points we have named are important 
ones to be considered in the manufacture 
of cheese, and by attention to them, we 
are persuaded serious troubles will not un- 
frequently be avoided.

The report of the Select Committee on Pos- 
tal Telegraplis has been issued. The part of 
the greatest public interest is that which deals 
with the suggestions made for increasing the 
facilities offered to the public for using the 
telegraph service. Respecting a sixpenny 
recommend it, as the increase of work conse- 
quent on such a change coyld not be under- 
taken by tho existing staff and appliances, 
With a more onlightened system of training 
clerks, and an improvement in instruments, 
there would be a large increase in the capacity 
of the wires. A more extended use of pneu- 
matic tubes in large towns is also recommend- 
ed to lessen the pressure on the wires. 


Great excitement has been caused in the

One of the most important trials at the 
| present Assizos, that of Stephen M’Koown 
for the murder y M’Shane, a young 
girl of 17 yea: at Forkhill, in the 
country of Arm: has terminated ina 
verdict of guilty. The indictment was sup- 
ported altogether by circumstantial evi- 
dente, a fact which “makes the conviction 
remarkable considering the general disin- 
clination of jurors to convict upon. such 
proof. ‘The murder excited feelings of in 
dignation and horror in the country, os 
pecially as the father of the girl'was ‘mur- 
dered about a year ago. It was committed 
on Sunday, the 23rd of April, about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. The prisonor had 
been prosecuted for tho saubdee Be Mary 
M’Shane’s father, but there was not sufti 
cient evidence a nst him, and he was ac- 
quitted, He entertained a’ very bitter feel- 
ing against her unt of ‘the part she 
took in the proceedings inst him, and 
she had applied to have him bound over to 


soner and her heac ate, 
stone. A number of witnesses were pro- 
duced for the Crown, who saw her at dif- 
ferent points of the wood between her own 
home, which was near the prisoner's, and 
the publican’s whereshe bought some whis- 
key, and also saw the prisoner near the 
spot where the body was found shortly 
after the crime was committed. The de- 
fence was mainly an alibi,and the members 
of his family all swore that he came home 
at eight minntes before four o'clock on 
that day, and did not go out again, Some 
discrepancies in the evidence for the Crown 
were also relied on. Mr, Justice Fitzger- 
ald, in the charge to the jury, commented 
on the fact that all swore on one exaact 
point of time, but could not recollect other 
circumstances, thought the fact mater- 
ial, as, owing to the promptitude with 
which he was arrested, there was no oppor- 
tunity for fabricating a story. After an

hour’s deliberation, the jury found a ver- 
dict of ‘* Guilty.” The prisoner made a 
long, rambling statemept, in which he im- 
peached the credit of the witnesses, and 
protested his innocence.

pared with the returns for the corresponding 
period of 1875. 

Tho Post Office Department have at length 
decided on the route for laying the new cable 
to Orkney. Several routes were talked of, 
but the Department have fixed on the line 
from Gutteriggs, in the parish of Dunnet,to a 
bay on the island of Hoy, Orkney. ‘hia is 
considered the most favorable route, having a 
good bottom of sand between both points. 

For-several months the Carron Company 
have been busily engaged in boring in the 
lands near East-grange, Sterlingshire, in an 
endeayor to strike the seams of iron-stone, 
which are believed to underlie the various es- 
tates to the castward. ‘The efforts have at 
last met with great success, at’ a depth of 140 
fathoms. The borers have cut through the 
main seam of ironstone, and found it to be 24 
inches thick. 

A conference has been held between the 
Presbytery of Edinburgh and the mewbers of 
Kirk-Session within its bounds in regard to 
the question of placing the proclamation of 
banns ou a more satisfactory footing. After 
much discussion it was resolved that a com- 
mittee representing the several sessions should 
report definitely at a future meeting ; and 
the Presbytery came to a resolution agreeing 
to delay the settlement of the matter until its 
next ordinary meeting. 

An oxtraordinazy accident has occurred to 
the clay model of the statue of the late Mr. 
Adam Black, which is to be erected in Princess 
street, Edinburgh. The model was seen to be 
all right at 9 o'clock one evening lately, when 
a workman entered the studio to moisten the 
clay. At 7 o'clock next morning it was found 
that a large portion of the work had fallen to 
pieces. It has beon suggested that this was 
caused by the expansion of the air within the 
model, owing to the extreme heat.

According to Mon- 
tenegrin accounts, Mahmoud Pasha, with 
20,000 men, advanced into the ravines of 
Kuci on Monday. His army was attacked 
on all sides, routed, and pursued by the 
Montonggring com Moda to Rodger, 
artillery. The Montenegrins estimate the 
Turkish loss at 8,000. There is no doubt 
that this is the gravest disaster of the war. 


A Farat Fatt.—A Napanee despatch of 
the 16th says ; ‘‘Thomas McGraw, a shoe- 
maker, received fatal injuries yesterday 
morning on the Market Square by falling 
onthe hard pavement while ina state of 
intoxication. He wassent to the lock-up, 
and remained there till this morning at ten 
o'clock, when his trial was to come off, but 
at that hour he was found in a very critical 
condition.

A bottle of whiskey was found on 
his person, and the authorities aro investi- 
gating the matter as to who sold him the 
liquor, as he is well known to be addicted 
to drink.” 

Tue Cateponta Murpers.—A reporter 
of the Hamilton Times has interviewed the 
the Caledonia murderers in Cayuga gaol. 
He says: Their appearance was anything 
but careworn and dejected, and the grey 
hairs don’t come out as fast as we have 
been led to believe. Their countenance 
Wears a serious aspect, but not a gloomy 
one. They read occasionally, chiefly ex- 
tracts from the Bible and other religious 
works, and are visited often by the clergy- 
men of the village. They appear to be 
fully sensible of the awful gravity of their 
position,and though prepared for the worst, 
yet have not entirely lost all hope of a 
commutation of their sentence from the 
gallows to Penitentiary for life. They are 
clean and well kept, eat tolerably fair,sleop 
pretty well, and speak praisingly of tho 
humane conduct of their keepers.

‘Tho offorts which, in common with other 
Powers, Lhave made to bring about a scttlo- 
mont of differences unfortunately oxisting bo- 
tween the Porte and its Christian subjects in 
Bosnia and HerzogoVina have beon hitherto 
unmiocessful. Tho conflict begun in_ those 
provinces has beon extended into Servia and 
Krontonegro. Should a favorable opportunity 
present itself, I shall be ready in concert 
with my allies to offer my good offices for 
the purposo of mediation between the con- 
tending partics, bearing in mind alike the 
duties imposed upon me by treaty obligations 
‘and those which arise from the consideration 
of humanity and policy.

ness of my Indian people, 

‘T trust that peace and order will be re- 
established in the Malay peninsula and that 
the rulers of the native state, will cheerfully 
accept the recommendations and assistance of 
my officers for the better government of their 
territories. 

“ The visit to this country of the President 
of the Orange Free States has resulted in a 
satisfactory settlement of the long controversy 
which has existed with reference to the Prov- 
ince of Griqualand, and an important advance 
has thus been made towards that friendly and 
cordial co-operation of neighboring States 
which is essential to the interests of South 
Africa, The conference in regard to South 
African affairs, in regard to which papers have 
already been laid before you, is now sitting in 
London, and cannot fail to contribute largely 
to the settlement of various and important 
questions. 

“Gentlemen of the House of Commons : 

“I thank you for the liberal supplies you 
have voted for the public service, An addi- 
tional outlay was required to place my army 
and navy upon a proper footing of efficiency, 
and the check which had been given to the 
advance of the Reyenue by the comparative 
stagnation of trade, compelled me to propose 
an increase of taxation. I desire to acknow- 
ledge the readiness with which you have re- 
sponded to that appeal, and at the sathe time 
assure you that no effort shall be wanting to 
a) the expenditure of the country within 
the bounds of moderation. 


My Lords and Gentlemen -— 

{The Act which you passed for the amend- 
Shipping will, I trust, promote the Mwarery"s 
our ships and seamen without imposing un- 
necessary restrictions upon the conduct of a 
service in the prosperity of which our nation- 
al interests in so many ways are involved. 

‘The measure making a further provision 
respecting the elementary education of the 
country is one of great importance, and will 
complete a work on which succesive Parlia- 
ments for many years have been engaged, by 
securing the due attendance at school of 
children for whose benefit the means of ma- 
chinery of education have been so largely 
supplied. 

“T have observed with much satisfaction 
the arrangements which you have made for 
maintaining and increasing the efficiency of 
a tribunal of ultimate ap for the United 
Kingdom, by which, at the same time, the 
Judicial Commision of the Privy Council, the 
intermediate Court of Appeal, will be improy- 
ed and strengthened. 

“TJ anticipate the best resnits from the Act 
providing safeguards’ against painful experi- 
ments upon living animals. 

“T regret that a pressure of other business 
has prevented the completion of your labors 
upon several measures of much importance, 
Among these are the Bills relating to the 
Universities of Oxford and Cambridge, to the 
Administration of Poisons, and to the law 
Affecting Maritime Contracts. J trust, how- 
ever that the attention which you have given 
to these questions during tho past session may 
facilitate their settlement in the next. 

“In bidding you farewell I pray the bles- 
ing of Providence may rest on your recent la- 
bors and accompany you in the discharge of 
all your duties.” 


The Suez Canal, 


The Radicals of England scoffed at the 
idea of placing the sum of money expended 
by Great Britain in the purchase of the Suez 
Canal shares in the department of the re- 
productive debt, but from recent infor- 
mation it apLesS that the money was well 
placed. The navigation through the canal 
is steadily increasing, and is likely to soon 
be paying. At the time when the Inter- 
national Tonnage Commission was in 
Council at Constantinople, in 1873, a sur- 
tax was ordered to be levied on all vessels 
passing through the canal, as a compensa- 
tion for loss sustained in levying canal 
dues on the official net tonnage of ships as 
understood by the Commission and the com- 
pany,this surtax was to supply a dividend, 
and was to be gradually decreased as the ton- 
nage increased, and at a certain tonnage to 
conse altogether. The tonnage has increased 
so rapidly that, under the present rule, the 
surtax will immediately cease,and now it has 
been discovered that the amount of tonnage 
necessary to secure a dividend was mis- 
calculated. If the time is not extended the 
company will be left without a margin for 
canal improvements, A convention to 
secure the extension of time has boen made 
by Colonel Stokes on behalf of the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain, and M. de Losseps, 
on behalf of the company—with the Porte, 
Tho agreement of intorested powers to tho 
petition of the convention has been guaran- 
teed by England and a modest dividend 
assured to the company, and during thirty 
yoars an annual sum of £40,000 will be de. 
voted to canal improvements, This pro- 
porty in a few yoars will be paying beyond 
the most sanguine expectations of the pro- 
jectors of the schome,—Leader,

good and the farmers prosperous, wholo- 
sale houses are laying in increased stocks in 
order to meet the improyed demand.

give only such orders as aro sufficient to 
satisfy the present demand, instead of, 
as in former years, purchasing large stocks 
about this time. Many firms will feel this 
heavily, as having taken advantage of the 
depression in prices, owing to the unset- 
tled condition of the market, large stocks 
have in many instances been purchased, 
so that money is thus locked up in,_what 
irent, Vory few orders have boon re- 
ceived, and those are principally from old 
customers. The leather trade, although 
at present oxtremely dull, appears likely to 
revive this autumn. Travellers speak hope- 
fully of the prospects,and state that stocks 
are vory low in the country, The orders 
received as yet are principally from old 
customers, and are merely to fill the. pre- 
sont demand. As, however, cash is paid 
for these small orders, while promissory 
notes would in all probability have to be 
taken for more extensive ones, wholesale 
men state that the business they are doing 
is at any rate safe, and when the crops are 
harvested, and the winter trade sets in, 
promises to be almost remunerative. It 
appears probable that a good, safe fall 
trade will be done this season in boots’and 
shoes, Travellersin the Maritime Pro- 
vinces have sent in extensive orders, and, 
as tho local trade continues very fair, fac- 
tories are working up to their full capacity 
filling orders. There are, we are assured, 
less stocks in hand now than have been the 
caso for some years past, so that it is pro- 
bable that their will be an advance in 
prices before long. The fur trade promises 
to be but moderately active this fall, and a 
decline in prices is imminent, In the hard- 
ware line a good fall business is anticipat- 
ed. Travellers state that prospects are 
better than has been the case for some 
years past, and orders are coming in pret- 
ty freely. 

As will bo noticed on reading the fore- 
going, the late commercial depression has 
been productive of at least this good: Coun- 
try dealers have at last seon the necessity 
to doa legitimate business only and not to 
speculate and purchase stocks merely be- 
cause they are offered at what they con- 
sider below the market price. This will 
have its effect upon the local market also, 
and will lead toa firmer and more settled 
state of things in the country. We are 
certainly over the worst of the depression

We clip the following excellent article, 
under the above head, from the Indiana 
Farmer :— 
“There are too few who realize the in 
fluence of the home and its surroundings 
upon the young.

It is 
the cultivation of these which tone up 
character and mould beautiful and useful 
lives. Those heads of families who are 
unfortunately without these tastes, perhaps 
on account of early neglect, must not 
ignore the fact that others have them, and 
will seek in some way opportunities of cul- 
tivating and gratifying them. Remomber 
that if sometimes you grieve over the loss 
of the flower of the family, it is your stolid 
indifference to the elements of refinement 
God himself has planted intheir brests that 
has driven them away from you.

Some overdo the thing, like 
the old soldier ambitions of entering Con- 
gross, who commenced his speech with 
‘ Fellow-citizens, I have fought and bled 
for my country, Ihave helped to whip 
the British and the Indians. Ihave slept 
on the field of battle, and no covering but 
the canopy of heaven. I have walked over 
the frozen ground, till every footprint was 
marked with blood.” Here he was brought 
up, by a voter inquiring, “Is that true 
mister?” ‘ Yes, sir,” said the candidate. 
“Well, then,” was the unexpected retort, 
“T guess I'll vote for the other fellow, for 
you've done enough for their country.”

How to Manage Cuttings. 


In reply to a correspondent, the Floral 
Cabinet gives the following directions in re- 
gard to the making and managing plant of 
cuttings : 

In selecting a cutting, a great deal de- 
pends upon a judicious choice ; if the slip 
is too young and full of fresh sap, it will 
fade away from too much evaporation ; if 
it is too old—hard and woody—it will take 
a great while to strike root. 

You must take a cutting that is perfect- 
ly ripened, and is from a vigorous shoot, 
yet a little hardened at the base, 

It is also essential to have a bud or joint 
at or near the end of a cuttiny, as all roots 
strike from it ; and the nearer it is to the 
base, the greater your chance of success, 
Plant your cuttings in common red pots, 
filled half full of rich loam and two inches 
of sand on top (scouring sand will do, but 
not sea sand); wot this thoroughly, and 
put the cuttings close arotind the edge” of

Whon milk thus affeot- 
od is used for butter, the poison is liable to 


and does appear in the butter, producing the 
game symptoms asin the case of cheesé. Or 
if the milk is used directly, exactly tha same 
results follow as when made into butter or 
choose, A case of poisoning in which a num- 
ber of persons were affected precisely as in 
cases of poison cheese has been traced to 
the use of milk, andthe milk traced toa herd 
of cows which had access to a cosspool in the 
yard and had thoir brewers’ grains moistened 
with water from a well affected by the drain- 
ago in tho yard. Tho writer has had personal 
experience in the uso both of pole milk and 
poison cheese, and can identify their connec- 
tion, This origin of the cause of the poison 
is supposed by some to be impossible, because 
it is supposed impossible that organic germs 
could pass through the walls of the gland 
cells, But it has been rigidly demonstrated 
that germs which are taken in at the mouth 
come out in the milk alive and afterward de- 
velop and multiply. Cases of this kind are 
all the time occuring in daily oxperience. 
Three cases havo come to my_knowledg 
within the part year where poisonous for- 
ments taken in with the food of the cows 
have been developed in their milk and aj {ess 
od in cheese and in butter and butters K. 
When organic poisons are taken with the 
food or drink of the cow, it does not follow 
that they will always be excreted by the 
milk glands. When cows are in vigorous 
health the walls of the secreting cells retain 
attention sufficient to resist the pest of 
foreign matters, while a more relaxed and 
debilitated condition by giving a feebler ten- 
sion to the cell walls, will allow of solids 
pushing their way through. Where several 
cows have slaked their thirst from the same 
impure water, living germs have appeared 
ead in the milk of one or in only'a part of 
the cows. Cows which pass organism in 
their milk at one time may not doso at 
another, The poison milk at Syracuse was 
confined to ‘a single cow in a pany and 
to that cow while she was weakened by a 
recent birth. This will account for the 
and 


periodicity or occasional irregular 
appearance of ison milk, § cheese and 
butter. Itis useless to appeal to chemical 


analysis for the cause ; for the analysis kills 
the germs on which the poison depends, and 
of course cludes the chemist’s most careful 
work. Cases of mineral poison now and then 
occur from lead derived from the paint in the 
yessol used about the dairy, or from some 
other accidental circumstance. These the 
analyst can trace ont with great exactness,

Care of Cows. 

Thaye kept cows for the last 25 years for 
the production of milk for Bangor market. 
T give to the heifer at two years old, one 
month before calving, one quart of corn 
meal and two quarts of shorts per day, 
that she may be more fully developed. 
do this to all my cows, both oldand young, 
varying the feed according to the age of 
the cow. I consider it veryimportant that 
the cow or heifer calye with a nice, full 
bag. The heifer must be taught to stand 
still and give down hor milk. Keep her 
calf and let it suck, and milk her at the 
same time ; then take the calf away as 
soon as the cow is dry, that he may not in- 
jure the teats or bag. When I wish to 
take him off, she will stand and give her 
milk freely ; always using gentle treat- 
ment that she may not be fractious. I 
then give her grain until she comes to 
grass, and we have a perfect little cow 
giving from two to three gallons per day. 
By September (or when she does not get 
enough in the pasture), I give her a little 
corn fodder or hay with some grain. Po- 
tatoes fed in any considerable quantity 
will produce gorget. When I wish for the 
heifer to dry I take off her grain ; then as 
the heifer grows older I increase her feed, 
adding a little cotton seed meal. My older 
cows, or those that I give full feed to, I 
give three quarts of corn-meal and two 
quarts of cotton seed meal per day, with 
good early cut upland hay. It makes four 
gallons per day difference with eight Fall 
and Winter cows which I am feeding now, 
whether the cotton seed is put onor taken 
off, [t is a very nutritious food, and 
should never be fed alone. 

When my cows go to pasture they are in 
good condition, their old coats all gono, 
and they are ready to do a good summer's 


work. I take away their grain gradually 
as tho grass incroases until they aro fully 
to grass. If my cows scour badly I give 


thom dry herdsgrass hay, which sets thom 
all right in a fow days. At this soason of 
the year my cows are inclined to rub them- 
selves a good deal.» I taker fino card (a 
common wool card T think the bost), 
card them every day; they look 
and it pays well for the trouble.

Civil Service Reform—What Does 
it Mean? 


(From the New York Terald.) 


What do people meanwhen thoy talk of 
tho necessity fora reform in the civil ser- 
vieo? Wo suspect that very fow renlly | 
know tho details of the evil they protest 
against, Thoy do not realize that the gov- 
crnment has como to be in this country one 
of the greatest employ: rs of Jabor, but that, 
unlike any other employer, it gives te its 
servants neither the hope of permanence 

r the opportunity of rising by meritori- 
A manufacturer 
or ® merchant is but too glad to keep an 
export and steady workman. He encour- 
ages him by the hope of promotion ; he as- 
sures him of constant employment; he is 
annoyed if his servant leaves him. ‘The 
government alone docs none of these thix 
Tt does not select its servants for comp 
tency, but for their political opinions ; it 
does not retain them if they are faithful and 
skilful, but dismisses them arbitrarily at a 
moment's notice and for no fault, simply 
on the motion of a political favorite, It 
makes the tens of thousands of petty places 
in its service an absolute gift to the three 
hundred and sixty-si ators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress—so absolute that 
every clerk or other of its servants, down 
to the very janitor of a public office, is 
“charged” to some one of these or to some 
momber or influential friend of the admin 
istration; and books are kept, by examin- 
ing which one may ascertain to whom an: 
one of these is ‘ charged.” At least half 
the time of the President and of his Cabi- 
net is taken up in hearing and deciding up- 
on applications for office from members of 
Congress or on their recothniendations. A 
large part of the time of every member of 
Congress is used in making or opposing, in 
forwarding or thwarting, applications for 
office ; in ciusing the removal of One man 
that another may get the-place ; in arrang: 


so as to maintain his influ Finally, 
the disposal of the offices is claimed as a 
right by Congressmen, and they think them- 
selves justified in taking offence if their ap- 
plications are rejected, Nor is even this all. 
The strongest argument a man brings to se- 
cure even the most subordinate employment 
is, not that he is a faithful and’ competent 
man, but that he is ‘a good worker.” 


All this is sufficiently known ; it is no 
news that we aro telling ; it is so olda 
story thatit needs to be enforced by ex- 
amples, and accordingly here is one. There 
is a book published at government expense 
which gives, or rather pretends to give, 
the name of every man and woman em- 
pleyed in the federal service. It is nota 
complete register, but it is the best attain- 
able for ourpurposes. From it, and from 
separateregisters of the departments, we 
find that there are employed and paid by 
the federal government in the State of 
Louisiana alone nearly. twelve hundred 
persons. Now, all these held their places 
on the prominent condition that they shall 
be friends of the federal administration 
and ‘‘good workers” for the party in pow- 
er, They may be able or incompetent in 
the performance of their duties, but they 
must be gealous p.rtisens ; and they all 
know that they may be r 
time and for none but politi 
OF the whole twelye hundred probably fiye 
hnndred are men who hold such appoint- 
ments as would properly be changed by a 
new President, or for any cause but mis- 
conduct. The pemainder ought ta he 
carefully selected and should hold their 
ro as permanently as a clerk or book- 
ceeper in a counting room or an operatiyo 
in a factory. 

But the State government of Louisiana 
is carried on in the same way. {If we allow 
the samo number of clerks and other sub- 
ordinate officers in the State we shall haye 
twenty-fouy hundred persons whose bread 
depends not on faithfl service of the pyub- 
lic, but on zealous partizan work. They 
are paid by the people to serve a handful 
of party leaders. Now, then, in the elec- 
tion of 1874, according the admissions of 
United States Marshal Packard, Jess than 
five thousand white men voted the repub- 
lican ticket in Louisiana, and it is clear 
that these consisted almost entirely of the 
federal and State office-hulders and their 
families. But these persons did something 
re important in Louisiana than 

y nder the pay of federal and State 
governments they marshalled the negro 
vote ; they electioneered ; the ‘ organiz- 
ed ;” they used all the power of the feder- 
al office and authority to influence igno- 
rant negroes to vote that ticket whose suc- 
cess would give them, the few office-hold- 
ers, now lease of office, secure favor at 
Washington, such permanence as can be 
earned by partisan service at the cost of 
tho taxpayers, and as cannot, under this 
system, be carned in any other way. 


This is how whatis called the political 
machine” is constituted. Here is tho 
pertinacity ; the moving causo of its un- 
scrupulous actions, Itis a common sa 
ing in Louisiana that Mr, Packard, who 
was last year at the name time United 
States Marshal and Chairman of the Re- 
publican Executive Committe ; who is this 
year candidate for vernor and still 
United States Marshal, does not like to 
receiye more white voters into the party. 
Ho profora it aa it is. Vory naturally. It

larger ho might find it moro difficult to 
control. But what is true of Louisiana is 
true of almost every other Southern State. 
‘And what is true of thom is true of tho 
country at large. The public servico is 
carried on, the salarics are paid, very large. 
ly as the reward of partisan service ; it 1s 
mado the interest of tens of thousands of 
public servants to une thoir influence, their 
time and atrength to care not for the in- 
terests of the public which pays them, but 
of party Jeadors, Who stand over them with 
tho threat of removal unless they aro 
“ good workers” and support tho political 
plans, We found an odd oxamplo of the 
unblushing Preece with which this 
system is carriod on only the other day in 
our own columns, ina story about Florida 
politics, where, it seems, the republicans 
havo quarrolled and thore are twonominoos 
for Governor. It in coolly rolated that 
Senator Conover, one of these, has obtain 
ed the federal patronage in tho State, and 
by this means confidently hopos to drive 
his rival, Stoarns, from the field That ia 
to a; hover goos to Florida and thront- 
ens ovory federal office-holder in. the State 
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tensions to the Governorship ; and this is 
not concealed, but openly spoken of. 

It is no strange thing ; in fact, it hap-| 
pens ¢ y day. Senator Sargent controls 
tho federal patronage in California + Sena, | 
tor Spencer appoints his friends and turna 
out his opponents in Alabama ; Sona 
Logan threatened to quarrel with the F 
sident last winter because General Gr, 
ventured to remove some federal officers in 
Illinois without consulting him ; and so on 
to the end of the chapter. No sooner is a 
new Congressman elected than he rushes 
to Washington to ‘regulate the appoint- 
ments,” Ho holds himself entitled to di- 
vide with a Senator of his State the ap- 
cabal in his district. He believes 
himaclf authorized to demand a certain 
number of clerkships in the Washington 
departments. His most important corros- 
pondence relates to the nomination of this 
friend and the removal of that enemy; and 
the worst of it is that there is no one at 
Washington to dispute his assumptions. So 
complete is this tyranny and so inoxorable 
that we could relate cases where an appoint- 
ment has been forced, in spite of the com- 
plaint of a superior that the appointee was 
notoriously unfit; satborouphls is itcarried 
out that there is not to-day a poor woman 
employed as copyist in any Washington 
nt who can be certain over night 
that she will not be dismissed tho next 
morning, to oblige some member of Con- 
gress, who wants the place for a favorite— 
unless, indeed, she is the protegee of some 
other Congressman. So entirely has cus- 
tom ceased to make it shameful that when 
a Congressman takes the liberty to oppose 
the administration the persons * charged ” 
to him are turned out of office, and when 
the democrats took possession of the House 
last winter they did not hesitate a moment 
to kick out of the petty places in it dozens 
of crippled soldiers who had found a refuge 
there for their declining years, 

This is the atrocious and demoralizing 
system for the reform of which the people 
cry out. It leads necessarily to misgovern- 
ment, Itsmain object is to enable the 
partyin power to defy-and defeat the 
people's will, and to enable the party atriy- 
ing for power to make a “pool,” in” gamb- 
ler’s phrase, of the public offices, and pro- 
inise them as the reward of victory, As it 
demoralizes the public service by giving its 
rewards not to honest and skilful service, 
but to skill in partisan intrigue, so on the 
other hand it debases Congr because 
Representatives and Senators are no longer

worthless scraps of paper, on which he 
was accustomed to vary for evermore an 
expression or phrase in the slightest degree 
incompatible with “spirit, taste and senso,” 
sufficiently - attesting that the adjective 
“paper-saving” was appropriately bestowed 
upon the most elaborate writer and most 
exquisite poetical genius that ever lived. 
The Bard of Twickenham elaborated to the 
utmost extent every production that em- | 
anated from his fertile brain, before giving 
it to the world ; and that every writer of 
true genius is solicitous todo the same, 
there cannot, we think, bo a question. 
Adopting Pope's infallible maxim, there- 
fore, that 

True easé in writing comes from art, not 

chance,” 

and rarely failing to discover, in their 
works, that the most distinguished writers 
have ever been solicitous to attain this 
same “true ease,” the result of pure mental 
labor in their productions, we have come 
to the conclusion that the most ‘‘elaborate 
writers” are by no means the plodding folk 
and dullards certain critics would have us 
believe. Two great English essayists, Ad- 
dison and Johnson, it is not difficult to 
surmise, had decidedly different modes of 
accomplishing their literary work—the lat- 
ter going about it in true “‘ ercle’s yein,” 
making every obstacle give way before him 
but lacking the patience to render it a 
“harmonious whole’—the former, equally 
intent upon doing his work thoroughly 
while imparting to the same that ineflable 
ease, grace and delicacy (art’s legitimate 
trophies) with which all his compositions 
abound. Goldsmith is another example of 
“true genius,” the enchanting effect of 
whose productions, both prose and rhyme, 
is doubtless due to their charming simpli- 
city—asthe latter is, unquestionably, due 
to the “ blotting ” process to which all his 
effusions were mercilessly submitted by 
their fastidious author. Nor is it too much 
in this connection, to maintain that every 
literary production betraying, on the part 
of its author, evidence indubitable of 
“spirit, taste, and sense,” betrays, at the 
same time, the careful writer and the true 
man of genius. In closing these few and 
very imperfect remarks, then, let us ven- 
ture the opinion that the truly elaborate 
writer is, in most cases, the true man of 
genius ; while he who mistakes dash and 
impetuosity for power is pretty sure, in the 
end, to reap disappointment and failure,

When we know 
that one diaryman gots $1.15 a pound for his 
products, another $1, atid another 85 cts., the 
year around, at his ‘dairy door, it is easily 
seon that it will paytobring butter across the 
ocean from France, if it is only good and 
shapely enough to suit the fastidious purchas- 
who will have something nice, whatever 
ay cost. All this butter is made from 
choice cows, choicely fed on clean sweet food: 
tho milking’ is done in the cleanest manner, 
The milk is handled as carefully as though it 
were nectar, the cream is churned with clock 
and thermometer, the butter is worked with 
skill, and is made up in shapely cakes, which 
do not require to be cut when brought to the 
table, Compare then, this cake—hard, gold- 
en yellow, sweet, fragrant aud tempting to all 
the senses—with an unsightly chunk, which 
in cut outof a greasy keg, and smells of old 
age and rancidity, and is made from ill-kept 
cream from cows filthily lodged and carelessly 
milked, and is churned anyhow, and the dif- 
erence is amply accounted for.—N. ¥, Z'ri- 
dune.

He testified that about ten 
mitiutes 'Weforo five’ "o'clock on Monday 
morning he was awakened by a rapping at 
tho door, and Mary Whiteside calling out 
that hor father was dead. Ho got up and 
wont immediately to Whitesido's with his 
oldest boy. Georgo Campbell had arrived | 
there before him, He wentdown the path 
from deceased's house about 120 yards to 
where the body lay. An axe was lying 
beside it, He said not to disturb anything. 
Other neighbors arrived shortly after. 
Mrs. Whiteside told me that she was 
aroused in the middle of the night by the 
barking of the dogs ; that tho deceased got 
up and went out to seo what was the mat- 
ter, thinking the cattle had got into the 
wheat field ; that after he went out she 
lay down and dozed off, but shortly after 
waked up and called to him but got no | 
answer. She went to his bed, and not 
finding him there she felt alarmed and 
roused the boys, lit a lamp, and went 
down to the path with her son Johnny, 
They found the deceased lying close to the | 
path with an axe lying beside him. They 
saw blood around his head and neck and 
immediately ran back to the house crying 
out that he was dead. 


George Campbell\owner of the farm oppo- 
site to deceased, testified that a little after 
four- o'clock on Monday morning Mary 
Whiteside came and wrapped at his win- 

dow. She gaid that her pa was dead. He 

asked ‘* who ?” and she replied Mr. White- 

side. Itoldher to go and call Mr Cole, 

I went over as soon as I got dreased. Mra. 

Whiteside with her son William and the 
younger children went down the path to 

within five or six feet of thecorpse. I saw 
the axe and said, ‘ sure enough it’s amur-' 
dor, as his head is split open.” Saw no 
tracks, | Went back to the house till Mr. 

Cole came. Lifted the aye but did not ex- 

amine it carefully. Did not touch the 
body. _ Lrecognized the axe in Court as 
tlie same I saw this morning beside the 
body. I lastsaw Mr, Whiteside two weeks 

ago. 
Catherine Whiteside, wife of the deceas- | 
ed, who is un intelligent, respectable looking 
woman of about sixty years of age, gave a 
very clear and concise statement of the oc- 
cirrence. Being sworn, she caid she was 
awakened about midnight by the barking 
of the dogs ; raised out of bed and went to 
the door, One dog barked very wicked, 
and would ran out apiece froin the door 
and back again repeatedly, I thought I 
saw some one moving about amongst the 
trees in the orchard. He (Whiteside)said, 
“Doesn't the dog bark wicked, Wouldn’t 
it bea terrible thing if the cattle should 
break in and destroy the grain }” As I laid 
down he was getting up. I said to him, 
‘you oughtn’t to go. I'm afraid somebody 
is out there.” To the best of my know- 
ledge I must have slept after he went out 
ashort time. I rose up and found him not 
in bed. Did not hear him comein. Tsaid 
to my ate hies, May, “Your father is not 
in yet."’ I went to the door again and cal- 
led several times. I lit the lamp and called 
Johnny. He got up and came down stairs. 
He called and then I called. I took the 
lamp in my hand and we both went out in 
direction of the wheat field. Went out to 
the outer edge of the orchard and started 
down the path to the wheat: field, lamp in 
hand. Jonnny followed, the dog a little 
ahead wagging his tail. When close to the 
body I exclaimed, ‘‘O Lord ! he is dead.” 
Saw the axe lying beside him. Thought 
at the time the axe was his own. Did not 
stay a minute. Went back screaming to- 
wards the house. After being in the 
house a short while Johnay says, ‘‘Ma, 
shall I go for somebody?” We were 


afraid to allow him to go, as it was 
dark. Didnot know my husband was mur- 
dered. After a while Twas anxious to go 


down to find out if he was murdered, but 
the boys rebelled against me going, saying, 
“O ma, dont,” Thought we would wait 
till break of day; waited about two hours, 
We have no clock. Told Mary to go to 
George Campbell's and thento Henry Cole's, 
and to get Henry Cole’s boys to go over to 
the sixth line to tell Peter Cole and Mr, 
Cook, George Campbell was the first to 
arrive. He and I went down to where the 
body lay, I said, “ George, is it murder?” 
He said it was, as his skull was split open, 
and the brains protruded. I went to bed 
last vight about dark. Think I had been 
sleeping three or four hours. Heard no 
other noise except the dogs barking. The 
little dog was the most wicked, the big dog 
would not be likely to be very cross, with 
any one with whom he was acquainted ; he 
was generally friendly except to strangers. 
Henry was there in the afternoon but went 
away about five or six o'clock ; he did not 
come back ‘after that. Don’t know where 
he has been living. He is past 21 years of 
ago. Don’t know what he has been doing 
Jately. Did not ask him. He was dressed 
in dark pants, dark coat, drab hat and dark 
vest. Don't think he had much clothes 
but what he had on. He has been doing 
nothing for us this summer. Mr, White- 
side had some money; all in his pants 
pocket.

A ‘universal fencing machine” from 
Elmira, N. Y,,.appears to be a yaluablo in- 
| vention..._Its purpose to systematize farm 
| fencing oy introducing uniform and inter 


goouring, with economy in matorial, a 
Stronger and more durable structure than 
tho ordinary rail or board fence. An ex- 
hibit is made of the different kinds of fences 
nufactuced by the mach 
ara the dearness of fence timber in the 
Zastern States, in the portions of the South 


prairies is gradually introducing tho Euro- 
pean custom of dispensing with fences bo- 
twoon fields, and oyen along the roads ; 
But so ingrained is the American habit of 
putting -anclosures- around land, whether 
thoy aro needed or not, that several genera- 
tions will probably elapse before such an 
invention as this will lose its value.

The wooden bowl, 
jars and basins painted red, yellow and 
lack, inyrude -and» brilliant » patterns, re- 
semble the similar utensils in the Mexican 
Court enough to excite the curiosity of an 
othnologist. Much of the pottery is of 
artistic form and tasteful ornamentation, 
and contrasts strikingly with the rathér 
rude work in metals and wood*

It contains 
23 kinds of wheat in the stock and in small 
bags, 22 varieties of rye, 27 of barley, and 
19 of oats. Butter preserved in) tin cans, 
officially sealed at the American Consulate 
in Cope m at-various dates since 1872, 
is shown. There are also numerous pyra- 
midal displays of bottles of punch, situps, 
malt-extract, beer, bitters, and cordials, 
and a model of a milk refrigerator for dairy 
use, which, without ice,will cool milk down 
toa temperature at which itcan be kept 
sweet for 36 hours. 


The silver-plated reapers and mowers, 
with frames of ornamental woods, are cer- 
tainly yery pretty tolook at; but it is 
questionable whether such devices of the 
gilders’ and cabinet-makers’ art, should be 
resorted to forthe purpose of attracting at- 
tention. Agricultural machines and implé- 
ments shown at the fair should be exact 
duplicates of those sold at the factories. 
Of course no farmer wants a silver-plated 
harvester any more than he would want a 
gold-plated plow ora hoehandle inlaid with 
ivory. 

Nearly all the cordials drank in this coun- 
try come from France or Holland. An on- 
terprising New York firm has entered the 
field, mnt shows most of the well known 
varieties, and beside them a row of glass 
jars containing the spicy and odorous ma- 
terials used iu their manufacture—cloves, 
ginger, hops, ora ige-peel, rhubarb, veron- 
ica, ‘‘ blessed thistle,” sweet and bitter al- 
monds, fennel, camomile, anise, lavender 
flowers, cascarilla bark, gentian root, nut- 
meg, chevil, cinnamon and violets. The 
Holland makers could extend the list to at 
least a hundred different articles.

A BIG BLOW AND A FAST RACE. 


Peerless, Surprise and Enid the 
Winners. 


Admirers of the very popular sport of 
yacching, who are numbered by the thous- 
and in this town, had tho pleasure of wit- 
neasing yesterday one of the finest races 
which ever took place! here betwoen second 
class.yachts......Tho raco. was for..a purse.of 
850, divided as follows : $35. to first boat, 
$10 to second and $5 to third, ~The course 
was from the Grand Junction dock ton 
buoy on the middle ground off Northport, 
thence to a flag off Rednervillo, and back 
to tho starting point, or fully thirty-four 
miles. Thoro wore originally six entries, 
but the Katie Gray was withdrawn, owing 
toa death in the family of Mr. W. H. 
Campbell, her owner, and the Sunbury 
found the weather too heavy for her to 
have any chance against. the larger boats, 
so sho retired at the last moment, starting 
with and accompanying the racers to Mas- 
sassaga Point. _ 

The morning promised oither rain’ or 
wind, but the latter prevailed, and blow 
| strong enough to satisfy, and more than 
satiafy,even the most ardent of yachtsmen, 
who it may be said are always wishing for a 
‘© big blow.” At the hour for the start— 
10 o'clock a. m,—a nico breeze was. begin- 
ning to raise the white caps on the surface 
of the bay, and, much less time than usual 
being cut to waste, the start was’ made 
as follows :

The run down to Northport was not 
dead before the wind, but sufficiently so 
to admit of balloon jibs being winged out. 
All carried gaff topsails, and the Znid and 
Surprise got out their balloon jibs, thus 
gaining some advantage over the Peerless, 
which, however, very nearly held her own 
with them, after several fruitless attempts 
to set a similar sail.

half a mile. Lhe Peerless meanwhile over- 
hauled the Hnid, and rounded the North- 
port buoy a considerable distance in ad- 
vance, whilst the Surprise had picked up 
some Of her lost ground. The Lady 
Blanche had steadily fallen behind, and 
was to all intents and purposes out of the 
race, retiring after reaching the Point going 
up. The three leaders, as they hauled by 
the wind for the long beat up to Redner- 
ville, réefed up, and the Peerless and Enid 
reduced their head sail to storm jibs, but 
the Surprise hung on doggedly to her fall 
jib. At this time the wind was very 
heavy, terrific puffs swooping down on the 
smart racers,’ which stood up well to their 
work and made rapid progress through the 
heavy choppy sea, sending the spray to

We 
all think we know both the thing and the 
person, and yot there is generally: this mis- 
take made, that few if any, &¢ inclined to 
believe that their own talk is mere gossip, or 
that they themselves deserve to be looked 
on as tittle.tattling gad-abouts, Tho neigh.

caso, 80mie more dangerously, ’Ome Teas so, 
but, like the old Pharixee, cach man thanks 
Heaven that in this, as in many other re- 
spects, he is not like other men, and each 
n that she is not like others of her own 
the meantinio it is ten chaneds to one 
inveterate gossips of 
rs ing all'about their dlif- 
ferent acquaintan affairs, and ready at a 
moment's notice, to give a full, true, and pars 
ticular account of their past histories, especial. 
ly of any little episodes that may not seem 
quite so creditable as they ought to be. And 
there’are gossips and gossips, Some talk and 
talk from no flcteattae, and with no bad in- 
tention. They want something to say, and 
the most convenient and suggestive subjects 
are found to be persons, rather thon facts and 
things. ‘They have no malice, but if they are 
to talk of their neighLors, what are they to 
talk about ? The Tittle chit chat about what 
tuis one said and that one did is so delicious 
that they cannot deny themselves of the plea- 
sure of the exercise, So they rattle on,some- 
time doing irreparable mischief when’ they 
don't mean it, and always filling their hearers 
with a sense of wonder at the fluency of their 
talk and the extent of their memory, Private 
conyersations are not held sacred if any pi- 
quant point can be made from them. » The 
incidents.of-the.fire-sideeven may be referred 
to in a loose kind of confidential way, and the 
tattle) of the) servant’s hall is not always 
thought unfit for reference among even the 
“upper ten” of undoubted, respectability, 
These good-natured gossips are voted ’ “fine 
Company,” so amusing aud so anecdotical, 
though just a little dangerous,as the listeners 
night fear that they in tarn would be served 
up just as othersare, with the usual garnish- 
ings. 

The exaggerative Gossip is alo very amus- 
ing inhis way, He has met with such adven- 
tures. He has seen such strange things and 
persons, while somchow or other, he has al- 
ways been the prominent actor in the thrill- 
ing scenes and doings he is ao fond of paint- 
ing, and so able to embellish, Plain prose 
and simple fact would never do with him. 
He is like an inveterate dram-drinker, and as 
he must have something strong to tickle his 
own faded palate, he fancies others are in the 
#ame condition. His eggs have all two yolks, 
His nerves have been alwaysfirm. Somehow 
he has always managed to do the right thing 
in the right place, and say the right thing as 
it ought to be said. He don’t say it in so 
many words, but he will have you to be- 
lievethat he is a very remarkable person, 
end he has had a yery remarkable history. 
‘J just.” ‘And so I said.” ‘* And speed- 
ily you should, have seen.’ ‘You know, 
poor fellow, he is rather stupid, but awfully 
conceited, sol thought I should have some 
fun out of him,” ** It was not to be done, of 
course.” And soon, and so on, so that be- 
fore half an hour has gone over, if the talk 
had been reported, the best + pointed print- 
ing office in the Province would haye ran out 
of capital P's. 

But if some gossips are good-natured, and 
talk merely becatise. they cannot. help .ijt, 
others have always-a sting in their remarks, 
After an hour in'their company one” feels as 
if pricked all over. Somehow a sense of un- 
easiness and distraction steals on the whole 
being, and there is a general dissatisfaction 
with all and sundries, as if ali goodness were 
a sham, and the best of men but a poor lot. 
How easily the disparaging remark is edged 
in! Howenatural like is th» déprecatory 
“but!” The serene air with which the story 
is told has soniething very refreshing in it, 
while the long-drawn sigh of pious horror or 
respectful contempt makes one feel what a 
thing itis to have a tenacious memory and a 
bitter spirit. What an uproar, it has often 
been said, would be the result, if every one 
knew what his or her most intimate friends 
were ng about all his doing and all her 
belongings. The misery: is that in too many 
cases they come to learn all about it. The 
** faithful friends” think it their .‘t duty” to 
tell what so-and-so was saying. ‘It was very 
unkind,” I would not have. thought, it.” 
* After all you had done for him” “ But I 
made short work.” Of course you did, but 
not exactly in the way you intimate. ** Jn- 
deed” did yeoman service, and “Well, now,” 
was so managed that it could either ‘mean 
general acquiesvence or a general protest. 


What is the cause of all this gossip? Not 
in general, as we have said, muy DaUintentiol 
Simply mental vacuity. What is its cure ? 
Not so much idleness, and a much deeper in- 
terest in what is both interesting and impor- 
tant. We should be ‘sorry to say that all 
gossip was in itself necessarily and always 
wrong, Une cannot be always on stilts, 
neither is it always asin to mention what o 
friend has said or how he looked when last 
seen. Yot it is: just as well in our talk to 
keop as much as possible to things, and leave 
persons and their belongings to fare on their 
way. A gossip is too often but another name 
for a dangerous mischief-maker, ‘Tho wise

Rifle Shooting at Wimbledon. 


THE ELONO SHIBLD—MOW IT WAS WoN RY 
THB ENGLISH TRAM, 


‘Lhe London News: of July 2ist sayn 
 Meanwhilo the greatest test of the day 
has boon going steadily, on, and fortune 
Seemed so to smile on Scotland that up to 
the finish of the shooting at 900 mate it 
looked like & dead certainty that the silver 
shield would be borne once more across the 
border. When they carne back from the 
first range the Scotchimen had a clevér lead 
of 15 poimts,the English team being second 
and 10 points before the Irishmen. At 
900 yards Scotland had widened the gap 
and ‘stood 28 points ahead of England, 
while Treland had fallen still further in the 
rear, having to pull’ up 61 points betore 
she could tie with England, and 80 to beat 
the leading team. At the long range of a 
thousand yards it appeared utterly impos- 
siblo that ahe could regain the lost ground, 
but every man shot his best and struggled 
on gallantly to the end with a perseverence 
worthy of a better fate. “Between the 
other two teams, however; it soon becamo 
evident that the contest would be close, 
and as round after round was fired, the 


groups around the inclosure became denser 
every minute. National instincts had 
drawn men of each country to watch the 
doings of their champions ; and no other 
signs were wanted whereby to tell at which 
targets the representatives of England, 
Scotland and. Ireland, were shooting, than 
the broad Guwlic, the rich racy Celtic, or 
the sober Saxon accents of those who stood 
behind each ‘of the firing points. Many 
ladies were among the spectators, and they 
seomed to take quite as lively and excited 
an interest inthe match’ as did the men, 
though they occasionally betrayed a decid- 
ed inability to discriminate between the 
respective merits of those who scored bull’s 
eyes,and the less lucky who had to be con- 
tent with inners and outers. Kvery minute 
the excitement grew more intense. At first 
Scotland held her own obstinately,and then 
England began to creep up shotby shot,un- 
til at the fiftieth round she had reduced the 
balance against her by eleven points. In 
the next round Scotland had two misses, 
while England averaged more than centres, 
and at the eighth round, amid a murmur

of applause from partizans of the South, 
England passed Scotland by one point: 
Then each man. seemed to know that the 
event rested on his own efforts. Again 
and again the rifles would be brought 
down after vain attempts to get steadily on 
the bull’s-eye, and each aim was taken with 
as much patience as if the fate Of a nation 
rested on its acéurracy.

the bullseye, Then a roar went from 
English throats, the like of which has 
seldom been heard at Wimbledon, and 
nothing could keep the excited onlookers 
from crowding round him who had thus 
pulled the yictory ‘out of the fire,’ and 
cheering him until they could cheer no 
longer.”

TWO FIRES on SUNDAY. | The Romance of Wild Bill's Life. 


TWO DWELLINGS AND A’ 
KITCHEN BURNED. 


LOSS ABOUT $3,500. 


(From the Dencer News.) | 

Evorybody in this country has hoard of 
Wild Bill, a noted scout, buffalo hunter 
and plainsman, and who, on account of-his 
reckloas bravery, was mado Marshal at 
different times of several frontier towns | 
whon it was necessary, because of the law- 
losancas that provailed in their carly settlo- | 
ment, to have peaco, officers who would | 
kill in order to uphold their authority. | 
During Wild Bill's administration os 
Marshal of Abilene and Wichita, he is said 
to have shot to death many a man who re- 
sisted him; and inthis peculiar way kept'| 
comparative peace. Either in Abilene or 
Wichita, which is not known ab present to | 
this chronicler, Bill once killed a man | 
named Sutherland. That was several years 
ago, but the avenger of Sutherland's death | 
kept the trail like a sleuth-hound. 

Wild Bill, whose real name was Win, | 
Hickok, was a tall, handsome fellow, about | 
40 yoars of ago, as straight as an Indian, | 
and like most of his class, wore his hair, 
which was black as a crow, falling over his 
shoulders. Having gotten into trouble with 
tho Toxas herders who made Wichita their 
headquarters, things got too warm for Wil- 
liam, and he retired fromthe frontier. After 
remaining some months at Kansas City he 
went East, and got into the dramatic busi- 
ness under Ned Buntline, who at that time 
was making something of a sensation by in- 
troducing into blood and thunder plays the 
characters represeted by ‘Buffalo Bull” 
(William Cody, of Nebraska), ‘Texas Jack” 
(John Omohundro), and ‘Wild Bill,” the | 
subject of this article. Moreover, he 
had these parties employed to play their 
own parts, and the venture was a grand 
success. Buffalo Bill and Toxas Jack both 
got rich and married leading actresses, and 
Wild Bill married Mrs. Lake, of circus 
fame, the widow of Lake the showman, who 
was killed at Granby, Mo., about four 
years ago. Not long, since, Wild Bill came 
from California with his wife, and took her 
to Cincinnati, where he left her with her 
friends and relatives, and he went back to 
do some scouting duty with General Crook's 
command, when he first started into the 
Indian country. 

By some means, Bill drifted into the 
Black Hills, and on tha second day of this 
month he was shot in the back of the head 
and killed at Deadwood City by a man 
named Sutherland, a brother of the man of 
that name whom Wild Bill had killed at 
Abilene or Wichita, Our informant says 
that Bill has a good many friends in the 
West, especially at Cheyenne and in the 
Black Hills, who say that Sutherland will 
never live to get out of that country,

Bellovillo has not suffered much this soason 
from fire, but Sunday, the 27th, witnessed a 
reversalof the luckof the town in this respect, 
no fower than four familics being rendered 
homeless by the ravages of fire, and another 
dwelling being threatened with destruction. 

At about 2:30 9, m., whilst the wind was 
Blowing quite strongly from the north: west, 

the north ond of a double tenement plastered 
house on the west side of South John Street, 
occupied by its owner Mr. Thomas Wilson 
and Mr, John Smith, blacksmith, was found 
to be on fire. The flames, which originated 
in the kitchen of Mr. Wilson's part of the 
house, spread so rapidly that thoy soon en- 
veloped the whole structure, and communi- 
cated to a larger doublo houso closely ad- 
joining, also owned hy Mr, Wilson and oce 
cupied by Mossrs, Goo. Warham and E. 
Philpot. Little timo for the saving of offoots 
had been left to Messrs. Wilson and Smith, 
who unfortunately lost nearly all that thoy 
possessed. 

The firemen turned oat with their usual 
promptness, but there was great difficulty in 
obtaining a supply of water, which could only 
be procured from the river, nearly a thousand 
yards away. A single lead of hose was laid, 
and No, 1 steamer bogan work, but tho hose 
would not stand the pressure, and length 
After length burst, in a most exasperating 
way, almost as soon as a stream could be ob- 
tained, Meanwhile the chemical engino had 
rendered most valuable assistance, but of 
course it was unable to stay the progress of 
the fire, oven with the intermittent aid which 
it obtained from the steamer, and hope of 
saving the large house was finally abandonod, 
the inmates making a very hurried removal, 
Mr. Warham succeeded in saving nearly all 
his effects, though in a damaged state. Mr, 
Philpot lost a gold watch, Mrs. Philpot failed 
to save her jewellery, and their furniture was 
much injured by removal. , 

Tho flames were by this time—an hour after 
the commencement of the fire —rioting through 
the timbers of tho building, threatening des- 
truction to a small house close to the southern 
end of the burning structure, and clouds of 
sparks fell onthe roofs of houses opposite, 
which were kept from igniting only by the 
incessant efforts of their occupants and willing 
assistants, who kept the roofs watered bya 
liberal use of pails of water. It seemed as 
though water enough could not be had to save 
the threaténed property to the south, although 
the Chemicals made a gallant stand, fighting 
back the flames as they essayed to seize upon 
the endangered house. The Hook and Ladder 
Company also did some good work here, tear- 
ing off large portions of the burning house, 
and thus robbing the flames of much material

Mr, William Johnston, M, P., and Mr. 

Thomas W. Lloyd uttered sentiments 
which will be appreciated by every Ulster- 
man who believes it isthe interest of this 
province to allow civil and religious liberty 
to its fullest extent to all creeds and classes 
so long as it is conducted in a Joyal and 
peaceable spirit.

MORNING CELEBRATIONS, 


Amongst the morning celebrations we 
must classthe announcement at midnight 
of the advent of another anniversary of the 
Rolief of Derry by the report of small can- 
non, which was then heard over the city. 
This was the customary salute which, be- 
fore the proclamation of the city,was given 
With greater effect, However, the time- 
honored custom was not omitted, and our 
citizens had the usual salute intimating the 
ho,sting of the flags on the Walker Testi- 
monial and on the other bastions of the 
City Wall. The joybells of the Cathedral 
were pealed as usual, and the crimson flag 
floated over the chancel window, The 
morning was fine, and the citizens goneral- 
ly were carly astirin order to keep the 
festival. An unusual display of bunting 
was made in several places, and it was un- 
dorstood the celebration was to bo of no 
ordinary magnitude. In Bishop street 
(within), between the Corporation Hall and 
the St. Columb’s Court entrance to the 
Cathedral, four lines of banners were hung 
across the street, imparting a very gay ap- 
pearance, and, in fact, forming a vista 
which, asseen from cither Bishop Gate or 
the Corporation Hall door, was very eilect- 
ive. On the top of the Corporation Hall 
tho city flag was hoisted, and in Ferryqnay 
Street a line of gay banners spanned the 
roadway, Tho morning trains cn the vari- 
ous lines of railway having their termini 
in Derry contributed largely to the proces- 
sion. Largo numbers vrrived from —ditfors 
ent quarters between tenandvleven o'clock, 
each contingent being accompanied by 
several musical bands. “They were receiv 
ed atthe different railway stations b 
number of the local brethren, who accom- 
panied them to the place of rendezvous on 
the Mall Wall.

Richard Bennett, curate of the Cathedral, 
read subsequent prayers. ‘he lessons for 
the day were read by Rey. Canon Dough- 
erty from one of the Canons’ stalls at the 
west end of thechureh. Tho hundredth 
psalm, old version, which forn:s part of the 
special service for the day, was sung in 
the miost hearty manner not alone by the 
choir, but by the entire congregation, The 
next hymn sung was a portion of the poem 
by the Monk of Cluney, called ‘ Jerusa- 
lem the Golden,” which is so. well: known 
at once’ for its true expression of high 
Christian experience and the sweetness of 
the melody. @he other musical services 
were given in the Sentinel of Saturday. 


Rey. Wm. Skipton, rector of Clonde- 
vaddock, then ascended the pulpit, and 
preached the anniversary sermon. The 
rey, gentleman took his text from the Sth 
chapter of the Epistle to the Galatians,and 
Ist yerse—‘Stand fast, therefore, in the 
liberty wherewith Christ has made us free, 
and be not entangled again with the yoke 
of bondage.”” In the course of his sermon 
the preacher said—We are assembled to- 
day to comiuemorate a great event. The 
historic events are so well known I need 
not recount them to you. We all feel the 
influence of meeting together, amid places 
and scenes familiar tosome of us from 
childhood, and to others from hearing or 
reading of the glorious events with which 
they have been connected. Doubtless 
many of you, like myself can trace back 
your descent to a forefather who was 
among the defenders of our Maiden City. 
‘Wo may well be proud of it, and it were 
easy to address you from that point of view; 
but I would remember too that I stand 
here.as,the, minister of Christ. I would 
like tospeak of the liberty won by our 
forefathers in their glorious struggle. At 
that period there seems to have been an 
effort made from opposite directions to run 
all men’s minds in religious matters. into 
one mould or othér, On the one side they 
were to be forced into obedience to an in- 
fallible Church ; onthe other they. must 
own a religious kingdom modelled after 
that of Israel. This might work where all 
was God appointed ; but where the hu- 
man element prevailed it could not. The 
invitation to us is “to the law and to the 
prophets”—judge for ypumelres, follow 
your own conscience. ‘This is a glorious 
liberty won for us, and won for our fellow- 
subjects who may not see eye to eye with 
us, We are accustomed to see in the love 
of Christ something so gontle—so attrac- 
tive—we can hardly imagino opposition to 
it. Yet nothing seems to have excited so 
strong opposition. He foresaw it Him- 
self, and said—‘*Think not that I am come 
to send peace on thy earth ; Damfnot come 
to send peace,but a sword,” We haye been 
so long used to serve"Him unopposed that 
this liberty hardly strikes us, and we do 
not recognise it aa we should—as an heir- 
loom won for us bythe firmness of our fore- 
fathers, The one who passes through the 
fields and woods in theearly morning hears 
an amountof song to be heard at no other 
time of the day. Itis manytongued. Nor do 
all join in the one tune,and yet it has often 
struck me as a glorious song of praise sent 
up to a bountiful God—each in his own 
way, cach in his own note, but -all to the 
one end of praise, ‘Thén I think of the 
crowds flowing on through our streots on 
Sunday morning—each to its own place of 
worship, and each ready to say—‘ I was 
glad when they said unto me: Let us go 
into the house of the Lord. Our feet shall 
stand within thy gates, O Jerusalem. 
Whither the tribes go up, the tribes of the 
Lord. To gye thanks unto the 
namo of the, Lord.” Never forget that 
this, too, is a liberty handed down to us, 
and of which we avail ourselves in our 
meeting togethor horo to-day. _‘* The liy- 
ing, the living, he shall praise Theo, as I 
do this day ; the father to tho children 
shall make known Thy truth.” But it 
would be deception to,think that the dan- 
gers to our liburty are past and gone, and 
that we need no longer bo on our guard, 
They may uot be altogether the same kind 
or degree, We are proud of our old Walls. 
Wo know that in the past they have done 
good service. But the very make of then 
serves to measure for us the dangers to 
which our forefathers wore ¢xposed during 
the Siege, Now wo hear of new weapons 
and new dangers in warfare, and would 
consider liim a fool who would expect to 
meet the risks of a seige with only the ap- 
sliances at the command of our forefathers, 
{ do not say that the Wallof Zion can ever 
grow old, Mie Paalmist could as contident- 
ly say as wo can—‘'Walk about Zion, Go 
round about her. Tell the towors thereof, 
Mark ye well her bulwarks.”” But {do 
way wo would bo very unwise to think we 
have only the ok w to guard againat, 
Tho enomy iw likely to have new weapons 
and to try new approaches, To mo it ap- 
poars the dangers to obr liberty aro rathor 
within ourselves, An open enemy inay bo | 
guarded against, but it is hard to guard | 
against inwar ldiseaso, with ita alow, dis 
integrating effect, Thero is rottenness 
within ourselves far more dangerous than 
the outward enomy, Noone can read of 
the lives and tines of our forefathers with- 
out being atruck with their whole-hearted

faith. Now wo meet with too much half- 
hearted belief, No dependence can be 
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placed on that. He who controls others | 
must first have control over himself. Can 

we say thatgenerally of the young man of 

the presont day! Is not the demon of 

drink too often the master? Sach defend- 

ers of Zion are only -‘ Vox et preterea 

nihil.” Near akin of this half-hearted be- 

lief I have spoken of is.that levelling of ro- 

ligion wo see so much of—a sort of inclina- 

tion to consider all religions opinions ey nal- 
ly good. I believe a man may be firmly 
couvinced of the thorough truth of his own 
belief, and yet have toleration for others. 
We ought to tolerate where others’ cannot 
seo a4 we do, but wo oucht to give up 
nothing of what we believe to be the truth 
of God. - Levelling in. religion will soon 
lead to hollowness, and hollowness will 
soon lead to rottenness and death, I 
would wish to say a few words on the 
means of preserving our hardly, won liber- 
ties at the present time. Ithink too much 
is now-a-days attempted by associition, 
Associations for everything! Clubs for 
everything ! Can we have no self-reliance 4 
If the right stuff is not in the individual, 
mere association will not put it there. It 
ix a great fact that ‘‘unity is strength ;” 
bub it may be applied without common- 
sense. If you want a broom, the mere 
binding together of a bunch of grass will 
not supply one—you must have the honest 
heather, Bind it together, and you have; 
one to do your work, So I say association 
may help, butit will never work if it is 
made the substitute for manliness, When 
thereis manliness—whon there is individual 
right—then. uni becomes tremendous 
strength. What is lighter thanthe snow- 
flake {—but how mighty is the avalanche } 
I would, therefore, beg of you to consider 
that if you are to stand fast in your glorious 
liberty, you mustbe more than members 
of an association—you must be good mem- 
bers ; you must be personally holy. ‘True

(Gh -) Brethren, it 
is no new thing in the history of my family 
to find one of thom leading the Apprentice 
Boys in their cblebrations, and acting as 
Governor of the, Institution.

Ido not intend to occupy 
much of your timo, nor would it be right 
in me to do 80, for we have here Brother 
Johnston, of Bullykilbeg--(cheers) — Bro* 
ther Mackenzie Bowell, from Canada, 
Brother White, and, amongst many others, / 
one brother who has sailed across two 


holiness can have but one root—faith.

Tf so, let it bo said of you 
in truth. ‘They’ shall ran like mighty 
men ; they shall climb the wall like men 
of war ; and they shall march every one 
on his ways, and they shall not-break their 
ranks.” 

The Lord Bishop pronounced the bene- 
diction after the close of the sermon, and 
the large congregation left the church. 


THE PROCESSION FROM THE CATHEDRAL. 


After leaving the Cathedral, the proces- 
sion was reformed in the graveyard in the 
following order :—The Governor, Canadian 
delegates, chaplains, and other visitors in 
front; then followed the eight clubs of 
Apprentice Boys in the order of seniority, 
with bands and colors, the members march- 
ing four deep ; next came the visiting 
bands and other delegations in the order 
given above. The hoad of the procession 
started from the west door of the Cathedral, 
passing along the south side of the Church, 
and leaving by the Pump-street entrance 
gate, proceeding to the Mall Wall. The 
several bands and delegations, formed in 
the Vicinity of Pump-street, Widows'row, 
Artillery-lane, and fell into their positions, 
as directed by the marshals, as the’ proces- 
sion moved on to the Wall. From thence 
procession moved south, making the circuit 
of the Walls, and passing along the follow- 
ing route :—By Society-street, Bishop- 
street, Diamond(East),and Shipquay-street, 
to Gate ; Waterloo-place, Strand, and 
Great ‘James-street, to “Francis-street ; 
Francis-street,Clarendon-strect and Strand, 
to Shipquay Gate ; Shipquay-street, Dia- 
mond (West), and Bishop-street, to Gate ; 
Bishop-street, (Without), Abercorn and 
Carlisle Roads, to Ferryquay Gato ; Ferry- 
quay-street, Diamond (North),and Butcher- 
street, to Gate ; Meetinghouse-row, to the 
Walker Testimonial. There was scarcely a 
point of vantage from which a view of the 
entire procession could be obtained, as its 
dimensions were much larger than ordi- 
nary. The weather at this time was op- 
presively hot, and the marching was rather 
quick, in order to get through the pro- 
gramine. 

THE MEETING AT THE WALKER 
TESTIMONIAL, 

The Governor, Dr. Dancus, on coming 
to the closo of the route, led the head of 
the procession along the Wall to tho Irish 
Society's Bastion, so as to allow as many of 
the processionista a8 possible to congregate 
in the space from that point to tho’ top of 
Butcher's Gate, and in front of the Walker 
Bastion, from which the addresses were 
delivered. 

A platform was erected within the rail- 
ings at the base of the pillar, for the accom- 
modation of tho speakers, aud tho proces- 
sionists being massed in front of the Testi- 
monial, the business of the meeting began. 


Dr, H. R. Dancus: stood forwavd, and 
was greeted with great cheering. He said 
—Follow-Protostants, brother Orangemen, 
brother Apprentice Boys, we are here to- 
day assembled in our countless thousands 
—firet, to carry out the colebration of the 
anniversary of the Relief of Derry; and, 
secondly, to do honour to whom honour is 
duo, by giving a hearty welcome to those 
gentlemen, who have crossed the ocean to be 
presont with us on this auspicious occasion, 
(Choers.) Your demonstration of to-day 
proves conclusively that, should ever an 
attompt be made to disintegrate the grand 
old empire of Great Britain and Ireland, 
there are still to bo fouad to stand at its 
back 200,000 of the stalwart yeomen of 
Ulster, (Loud choors.) I thank most cordi- 
ally, on your behalf, all those friends who 
have come amongst us to-day to colobrate 
with ws this glorions anniversary, and to do 
honor to our Canadian brethron—(cheers) 
—and I only regrot that harvest operations 
and othor business have kept so many yoo 
men behind who would otherwise have 
been with us, And now Igt mo ask you for 
& momont to turn back with me to the firet 
page in our local history, which tells how

bled there to-day, because it showed to me 
that Christian unity is not merely a thing 
inname, We assembled there, my breth- 
ren to show that we were united in grati- 
tude to God for the great deliverance of 
this city, vouchsafed bythe hand of God 
on the Twelfth of August, 1680. (Cheers) 
Well, our sermon to-day was not long, and 
I believe that short sermons,if to the point 
aro to be preferred. The text was one of 
the best that the rey. gentleman could have 
chosen, and the sermon inculeated the les- 
son that, should wo,haye again to fight for 
liberty of conscience, the battle way to: be 
won, not by carnal weapons, but by stand- 
ing fast by the liberties we possess, and 
not allowing ourselves to be enthralled 
again. We should not allow despotism in 
this land over the consciences of men, 
whether it be the domination of Pope 
Pius the Ninth, or any other despotism 
that wouldinterfere with man’s conscience, 
and enslave his ‘mind. (Cheers.) Our 
consciences, being Protestants, are enlight- 
ened consciences, and.can and will direct 
us in such a crisis, We never intend to 
carry our principles by brute force, or im- 
pose them upon others by persecution ; 
but, at the same time, we will not allow 
others to persecute us. (Cheers.) If, in 
the providence of God, a scourge come 
upon the Church, and if trying times 
should overtake us, you have the assurance 
in the speech of your Governor that the 
blood of those who manned your Walls 
still flows in the veins of the men of Derry, 
and, that the spirit which’ animated 
those heroes still lives in men of the 
time. (Cheers,) Our clergyman said to-day 
very truly that we were not to fear danger 
from the exterior, but from within there 
might be cause for apprehension. T say s0 
too, for false friends and men not true to 
their professions are always to be dreaded 
more than an open enemy; hut if we con- 
duct ourselves as we should do, and main- 
tain our principles in a proper spirit, we 
need fear no foo in these lands, nor be afrai 
of any foreign enemy. (Cheers.) Weare 
perfectly well assured that Protestant truth

Yachting on Lake Michigan, 


THE INA AND FROLIO. 
Cureaco, DL, Aug, 26, 
Fifteen thousand people assembled this 
morning to witness the start of the race be- 
tween the yacht Ina, owned by the American 
consul at Toronto, and the yacht Frolic, own- 
ed by Capt. Prindiville, of Chicago. The 
terms of the race were that unless the dis- 
tance of thirty miles was accomplished inside 
of six hours there was.no race. The race was 
rvn with two turnabouts, the stakeboat being 
seven and a half miles from the start. The 
stake was $2,000 side, the winner of two of 
three trials to take the monoy, ‘The stort 
was made at 10h. 25m. and the race was re- 
markably ¢lose and exciting to the finish? 
which was made at 3h. 59m., the Frolic com- 
ing in about four minutes ahead of her com- 
petitor, 


SECOND RACE. 
Cwicaco, Ang.28.—Tho second day's match 
of the international yacht race was sailed off 
this city to-day. The contestants—Ina, of 
Toronto, and Frolic, of Chicago—were in ex- 
cellent trim, both boats having had additional 
touches put on them since Saturday's raco in 
the matter ofextra sails, The course lay 15 
miles due eastward and return, the outward 
strotch being to windward. The race was an 
extremely close one, the outward stake boat 
being rounded by the Ina 2 minutes and 57 
soconds ahead of the Frolic. On the return 
on the wind the yachts sailed very evenly to- 
gether, but when within about four miles of 
the home stake boat the wind hauled off to 
the southward, necessitating tacking to round 
the stake. he boat was anchored some dis- 
tance from the end of the Government broak- 
wator, The Frolic made two tacks and round- 
od the flag boat leaving it on the starboard 
side, Meantime the Ina on working the noc- 
ond tack stood directly in shore betwoen the 
breakwater and the the flag boat, the latter 
being on the port side, and claimed the race 
by one minute, fifty-five seconds,

sure of introducing Br, William Johnston, 
of Ballykilbeg.

Wm. Johnston, Esq., M. P., on coming 
forward, was received with loud and pro- 
longed cheers, and, on silence being re- 
stored, he said—Governor of the Appren- 
tice Boys, ladies, brother Orangemen, and 
stestants, the resolution which 
has been entrusted to me to move I 
read to you first. It is—Resolved 
assombled on these Historic Walls,in grate- 
ful commemoration of the proyidential de- 
liveranee vouchsafed ‘to otir fathers, on 
this proud day, the anniversary.of their 
relief, we cordially give welcome to the 
distinguished representatives of the noble 
Orangemen of Canadatnd Australia,and in 
common with then: and the thousands of 
our loyal bretliten, descendants of the 
Ulster colonists, who have come up to,join 
in this great civic festival, we hereby de- 
clare anew our fealty to the faith and 
throne of our fathers, our devotion to the 
principles which haye given to thee king- 

oms a glorious destiny and a world-wide 
empire, and our unchanged resolution to 
stand fast for those liberties which, fought 
| for and won upon this day, are the heri- 
tage of every British freeman.” First of 
all, let me oxpress to you the great regret 
of the Most Worshipful the Imperial Grand 
Master of the Orangemen of Great Britain 
and Ireland, the Earl of Enniskillen. At

and come to anend., (Cheers.) T should 
not omit to mention that many friends who 
| have come from Belfast;Dablin and Tyrone 
to be prosont with us to-day—worthy. re- 
presentatives of their principles, and in 
great numbers, (Chéers.) ~ We bid them 
welcome also. (Cheers.) Men of Belfast 
—if there are such present to hear—you 
will have a domonstration in your town of 
adifferent kind from thisin afew days ; 
and letme ask you to take thé! advice of 
one who, although, perhaps, younger than 
yourselves, has had some experience in 
such matters. My advice to you all is to 
let fiir celebrations onthe 15th 6f August 
pass off quietly. I repeat the injunction 
you have already received from one entitl- 
ed to your respect. Give no offence by 
word ordeed,y and be not ready to resent 
an insult, should such be given you. 
(Hear, and cheers.) The Roman Catholics 
of this city joined hand and hand with the 
Government to put down our celelrations 
and processions but they did not succeed.

ifthe brethren are as much gratitied at our 
visit as we areat receiving such a hearty 
welcome, they must be more than repaid for 
it, Lhave. often read of Derry célebrations 
with no little “interest, and often wished to 
see them, and am happy to say that that wish 
has been fully realized to-day. (Cheers.) 
Like you in this island, we have had the ban 
of proscription piece upon us, and we fought 
to relieve ourselyes of it, and now in Canada 
we are able to flaunt our banners without let 
or hindrance. {will not attempt to culogize 
Mr, Johnston, member for Belfast, who was 
instrumental in relieving you of the ban 
which was placed upon you by a union with 
Whiggery and Roman’ Catholicism in days 
past, which many years ago, was used for 
the Perio of endeavoring to annililate and 
crush out of existence that spirit which closed 
the gates of your own Cp and which still 
continues to reign within your bosoms, 
(Cheers.) I think I can repeat the assertion 
made by a preceding speaker that the Queen 
of England need not fear any enomy, whether 
internal or external, whether im Canada or in 
any other part of her wide dominions, while 
the spirit evinced to-day lives.

Belleville, Aug. 30th, 1876, 
A Spading Machine. 


A trial was made last week on Van Rens- 
selaer Island of a spading machine, con- 
structed after three years’ experiment by 
the late William E. Bleeker, of New York, 
and during tho year since his death, by his 
son, Henry Bleecker,Jr. The work is done 
by a number of forks, each of two tines, 
worked by cams inside the drive wheels, 
which are enclosed to prevent chocking by 
the displaced earth. The moyemont of the 
forks is somewhat similar to that of the 
forks of a hay tedder. They enter the 
ground in front of the main shaft, and are 
thence carried back, lifting the soil very 
much as is done by the ordinary spading 
fork, and leaving the ground in precisely 
the same condition. The trial machine 
spaded a strip three feot wide and over 8 


could walk ; hut the displacement of so 
large a quantity of earth (equal to three 
furrows 12 inches wide and 8 inches deep), 
was too much for any ordinary team, and 
three horses were needed for this amount 
of work. ‘The quality of the work was all 
that could be desi leaving the field like 
a garden. If the machine had been madé 
to work only 24 inches wide, any ordinary 
team could fit fall ploughing better for 
seeding in the spring, at once goin; over,
